REMOVE THE TRACKS. 


PROTEST AGAINST THE RAILWAY 
‘IN FORTIETH STREET. 


Leading Residents Say the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit Company's Road 
Ought to GoelIt Is Denounced as an 
Unbcarable Nuisance=Lyman Trumbull 
and Others Believe the Charter of the 
Line Has Been Forfeited@Aild. Mann 
for a Compromise. 

In a meeting held at the Oakland club last 
night 100 leading property-owners voted that 
the Union Stock-Yards and Transit company’s 
railroad tracks on Fortieth street must be re- 
moved. Judge Lyman Trumbull said they 
had become an intolerable nuisance and that 
the city has the power, when called upon, 
to remove nuisances. The 100 taxpayers 
agreed with him and applauded his utterances. 
He made the motion that it was the sense of 
those present that steps should be taken for 
the removal of the objectionable tracks 
and it went through without a single ob- 
jection. 

James Lane Allen declared that if the At- 
torney-General will only do his duty the com- 
pany will not only have to take up its tracks, 
but forfeit its charter and lose its $50,000,- 
000 investment. “It is for you to say,” 
he continued, “ what your wishes are in the 
matter.” 

The occasion of all this was a general 
meeting of property-owners living along the 
line of the Fortieth street transfer road, 
called for the purpose of hearing reports from 
committees that have been investigating the 
question of getting rid of this road, which 
they say has not only become an annoyance, 
but is no longer necessary to the Stock-Yards 
company.

In conducting Dacey’s trial for insanity the 
State’s-Attorney, confident of the result and 
fearing a writ of error, permitted Judge Mur- 
phy to have his own way. Each side had 
three peremptory challenges and the prison- 
er’s counsel opened and closed. Up to the 
time the evidence closed there were many 
people who sincerely believed Dacey insane, 
and among the éxperts who testified strongly 
in his behalf was Dr. Cronin. 

How Dacey Did It. 

But just as the evidence was about to close 
the Judge, jury, and spectators were dum- 
founded by a scene ecurred. Dacey wae 
apparently seized with an attack of acute 
mania. He sprang from his chair, over- 
powered the bailiffs, kicked the furniture to 
pieces, bit and ‘scratched, foamed and 
snapped, and finally fell on the flvor in a state 
of collapse. The excitement in the court- 
room was terrible. When it was over Dr. 
Cronin came to Mr. Mills and reproached 
him in a dramatic manner for trying to hang 
sucha man. “There now,” he said, as his 
eyes snapped with indignation, “ what did I 
tell you?”’ 

But Mr. Mills was incredulous, and ordered 
the bailiffs to haul Dacey into aside room 
for examination by the experts, of whom 
there were a dozen present, some for the 
State and some for Dacey. The time during 
this examination was one of excitement and 
suspense in the court-room, though every one 
present seemed to be satisfied that Dacey 
was a raving maniac. But when at last the 
door opened and the experts filed out it was 
observed that they were all ina grin. . Dr. 
Hays came out first, and when asked by Mr. 
Millis what he thought, replied with scientific 
formality “A case of voluntary muscular 
action.” 

This performance by Dacey was not only 
a failure, but proved a boomerang. The ex- 
perts were put On the Witness stand again to 
testify as to the character of his illness, and 
all testified, some to their mortification, that 
it was all a “fake.’’ ‘The result was the jury 
was out only a few minutes, and brought in a 
verdict that Dacey was sane. A few days 
afterwards he was hanged, the day fixed by 
the Supreme Court. At an autopsy on his re- 
mains held in: Chicago: it was discovered that 
his body and brain were in perfect health, 
and thatthe presumption was strongly against 
the theory of insanity. 

Dental of Chetiain’s Jurisdiction.

Ald. Mann for a Compromise, 


Ald. Mann, as the second speaker, advo- 
cated the consideration ot a compro- 
mise with the company, unless the 
citizens are enough im earnest to raise a 
fund and go iato the thing for a good long 
hard fight in the courts.

ITALIANS BUY NATURALIZATION 
PAPERS AS SOON AS THEY LAND. 


Wholesale System of Fraud Unearthed in 
New York by the Arrest of the Italian 
Banker De Vito and His Clerk—Papers 
Procared Through Dummies and Per- 
jury and It Is Intimated Tammany 
Officials Are in the DealeGeneral News 
from New York, : 


New York, March 24.—Justice Walsh to- 
day in Brooklyn issued warrants for the ar- 
rest of Vincenzo de Vito, an Italian banker 
of New York City, and Velasco Ferrini, his 
clerk, on charges of subornation of perjury. 
There is evidence in the District Attorney's 
oftice that De Vito sold naturalization papers 
to Italians just landed at from $10 to $15 
apiece, The papers are forged and have been 
used by the Italians to procure employment 
in city department works. 

In connection with these arrests the World 
this evening devotes an entire page to the de- 
velopments in the case. The men arrested 
are said tocontrol an organized system of 
buying and selling citizenship papers ob- 
tained by fraud, selling them to aliens not 
lawfully entitled to bé naturalized, and who, 
having become parties to the fraud, are con- 
trolled and driven ‘to the polis like 
sheep on election day. The article 
further states that when these aliens return to 
their own country the bogus papers are 
bought back at a big discount and sold again 
to new arrivals. This business is said to be 
carried on so boldly and with so little attempt 
at concealment that there is every reason to 
believe they enjoy the confidence of and have 
been promised protection by the political 
leaders, to whom they throw the votes thus 
illegitimately made. 

It is also said the men operate in Kings 
County and perhaps in other counties through- 
out the State. They use duramies to repre- 
sent the men who desire to secure these pa- 
pers, who do not hesitate to procure them by 
commission of perjury and by dummy wit- 
nesses, who swear falsely to the identity of 
the dummy applications for papers. 

It is charged the men run their naturaliza- 
tion bureaus as adjuncts to their business as 
padrones and hy the hold obtained through 
the fear of the hn, of the papers bleed 
their patrons in many ways. 


M’KANE DEFENDED BY HIS SON, 


Issues a Statement Promising to Explain 
All Alleged Deliciencies. 

New Yorks, March 24.—/[Specia!,|—George 
N. McKane, son of John ¥. McKane, issued a 
public address today. coneerning his father’s 
relations with the financial affairs of the Town 
of Gravesend. It was sent out from Sheeps- 
head Bay and iv part is as follows: 

‘In 1893 John Y. McKane, as Treasurer 
of the Board of Police Commissioners of the 
Town of Gravesend, expended for police pur- 
poses as allowed by. law $50,000. He re- 
ceived for this account from the County 
Treasurer $14,500, and from back licenses, 
etc., $8,455, making a total of $17,966. 
The balance due my father appears to be

to the payment of electric light plant, 
Coney Island police headquarters, police and 
fire alarm telegraph, town hall, and other 
public improvements, $251,489, less com- 
mission deducted by John L. Voorhees, Com- 
lavestmeént; for counsel and 
commissioners’ fees, $12,574, leaving net 
$238,914, This has all been expended for 
tne purposes for which it was appropriated, 
and proper vouchers with a repoft avill be 
placed in the hands of the Town Auditors 
Tuesday next. 

** Relating to the matter of bonds issued for 
street improvements and about which so 
many contradicfyry statements have ap- 
ipeared the simple fact are as follows: The 
Supervisor received proceeds from the sale of 
$127,000 worth of street 
bonds and disbursed a 
proceeds to the contractors. These pay- 
ments have been duly _— receipte 
for, and all the vouchers with the unex- 
pended balance will be turned over to the in- 
coming Supervisor.

Court-Martial of Commander Heyerman 
Under Way in Brooklyn, 
Brooxiyn, N. Y., March 24.—The presence 
of Admiral Oscar F. Stanton and Lieuts. Ly- 
man, Walling, and Brainerd, witnesses for the 
prosecution in the court-martial of Command- 
er QQ. F. Heyerman, removed the obstacle 


which has for two days stood in the way of’ 


the proceedings and the work of the court be- 
gan in earnest today. The taking of testi- 
mony was begun by calling Lieutenant 
Charles Lyman, late navigator of the Kear- 
sarge, who, atthe court of inquiry held a few 
weeks ago, testified that the position of Ron- 
cador reef, as shown by the charts, was sev- 
eral miles out of the way. Admiral Stanton 
testified as to the events on the day of the 
wreck, and in reply to a question from a mem- 
ber of the court*said that in his opinion Com- 
mander Heyerman had paid strict attention 
to his duty on board the ship. Navigator 
Lyman, having been recalled, testified that it 
was in pursuance of his calculations and ad- 
vice that the course of the Kearsarge was 
changed at 6:15 p..m., and the ship thereby 
wrecked. He advised the change because he 
believed the ship had cleared the reef. Lieut. 
Braiwerd testified that Commanaer Heyerman 
had been at all times alert and attentive to 
duty. After some corroborative evidence by 
other witnesses Judge Advocate Kelly stated 
that three apprentices who were stationed as 
lookouts when the Kearsarge went ashore had 
been given leave of absence and coulg not be 
found. They were to have appeared for the 
prosecution. :

Miss Beveridge’s Part in = the Alleged

Sheriff Takes Possession on the Ground 
That It Is a“ Foreign Corporation.” 

New Yors, March 24,—|Special.]—The 
Sheriff has taken charge of the place of busi- 
ness of the Sterling Emery Wheel company 
at No. 174 Fulton street on attachments for 
$15,027, of which $12,029 is in favor of J. 
Murat Hirsch on notes given to the Hampden 
Emery and Corundum company and for mer- 
chandise, and $3,000 in favor of the Commer- 
cial Bank of Hammond, Ind., on two notes. 
Both attachments were granted on the ground 
that it is a Massachusetts corporation. 
It has factories at West Sterling, Mass., and 
at Tiffin, O. An officer of the company said 
today he did not care to make any statement 
regarding the company’s financial affairs, but 
would merely say it was paying the renalty 
of being a foreign corporation. It was incor- 
pees in May, 1887, with a capital stock of 

40,000, and at first manufactured all its 
goods at West Sterling, but in 1890 it built 
another factory at Tiffin, O. It is said the 
company has a large steck on hand, which ft 
has been unable to dispose of, manufacturing 
establishments on which it depended having 
been idle so long. It is claimed the company 
has sufficient assets to pay in full if time is 
aliowed. The liabilities are reported to be 
about $380,000 and nominal assets $75,000. 


AFRICAN MISSIONS IN DANGER. 


Report from Liberia That Their Destruc- 
tion Was Threatened. 

New Yorx, March 24. — [Special.] — In- 
formation of a disquieting character was re- 
ceived today by the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church relative to the missions of the 
society in Cavaila, Liberia, on the West 
Coast of Africa. According to the advices 
received the Church of the Epiphany 
and the mission buildmgs in Cavalla are in 
danger of being destroyed, if the destruction 
has not already taken place, for the commu- 
cation containing the news was sent from 
Cape Palmas under date of Feb. 5. Inclosed 
in the letter to the missionary society was a 
sealed communication addressed to the Sec- 
retary of State at Washington, which was im- 
mediately forwarded, It was’ presumably a 
protest to this government against the in- 
roads of the French into Liberia and a peti- 
tion to the United States to come to the aid of 
the unfortunate Africans. 


BURNED BY A LIVE TROLLEY WIRE. 


Probably Fatal Result of a Scrimmage at 
Newtown Creek, 

New Yorx«, March 24,—In a ecrimmage to- 
day at the Grand street bridge over Newtown 
Creek Deputy Sheriff Meyer was severely 
burned by a live trolley wire. Same work- 
men of the Brooklyn Oity railway com pany 
were engaged in strmging wires on the 
bridge when commanded by a force of Deputy 
Sheriffs to stop in the name of the law. One 
of the workmen wearing rubber gloves placed 
the end ofa charged wire against Meyer’s 
neck and he dropped to the ground as though 
shot. He was conveyed home in a badly 
shocked condition. rest of the deputies 
were put to flight by the workmen, who then 
proceeded to string the wires on the bridge.

ALLOUT FOR BALLARD 


INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE HAS EN- 
THUSIASTIO FRIENDS. 


They Meet and Denounce Ald. Horan, 
Who, They Claim, Has Supported All 
Vicious Legislation and Opposed That 
Which Is Good=Bohemians True to the 

| Whole Ticket=Big Meeting in the Thir- 
teenthePeople Walk Out of a Duli 
Democratic Meeting in the Twelfth. 


Addison Ballard’s nomination for Alder- 
man from the Second Ward was ratified ata 
big meeting in Central Hall, Wabash avenue 
and Twenty-second street, last night. There 
were ‘no smoking” and no rows. C, W. 
Drew presided. Withhim on the platform 
sat Addison Ballard, J. W. Nye, J. H. Ham- 
line, W. D. Preston, F. C. Vierling, 5. W. 
Allerton, Elbridge G. Keith, George F. Stich, 
F. O. Lowden, J. G. SHortall, Morris Seiz, 
Eugene Cary, Dr. H. P. Merriman, and 
Charles Holt. 

James W,. Nye began the speechmaking by 
saying he felt sure all who heard him felt 
ashamed when the papers announced a, few 
days ago that the city had suspended pay:nent 
for twelve months at least. The reason was 
the Council appropriated more money than 
the revenues could possibly furnish. If peo- 
ple wanted to put the city back on a sound 
financial basis they must begin at the founda- 
tioh by electing honest Aldermen. He ap- 
pealed to Democrats as much as to Republic- 
ans tostand together as they did to elect 
Judge Gary and send Mr. Ballard to the 
Council, where he could work to remove the 
stigma of bankruptcy from Chicago. 

Frank 0. Lowden’s eloquence electrified 
the meeting: He was frequently interrupted 
by applause and when he had concluded and 
sat down the audience compelled him to stand 
up and bow his acknowledgments, He de- 
voted himself to the record of Ald. Horan. He 
said as Mr. Horan had not written his’ auto- 
biography he was obliged to go to the City 
Clerk’s office, where he found a volume which 
contained a great deal that was of interest to 
taxpayers. He found that while even those 
Aldermen who had bad reputations sometimes 
voted for theasures for the public welfare 
Horan exhibited a remarkable uniformity in 
voting for bad legislation. He told of 
the. principal . noterious measures for 
which Horan voted. Democrats, he said, 
ought to be glad of the chance to 
vote for such a man as Addison Ballard, who 
would hold up'the hands of their Mayor, who 
had made some effort to rebuke some of the 
miscreants. He said Horan voted for the 
Watson gas ordinancé and voted to. pass it 
over the veto: voted against track elevation ; 
voted for the Northwestern Elevated road and 
against the Mayor’s recommendation, and 
voted against a reduction of the price of gas. 
In clozing, he said Horan would make such a 
beautiful political corpse that it would be 
really a pleasure to vote to hand this corpse 
over to Horan, the undertaker. 


All Down on Special Assesments. 


R. C. Givins said he knew nothing of poli- 
tics, but he did know something of special! as- 
sessinents, and he proceeded to tell how the 
boodle gang piled upthe special assessments. 
He told of a fireman he knew who was com- 
peiled to pay $187 for paving an alley in the 
rear of his littlé home away out on the prairie. 
The remedy for the special assessment evil 
was to have no politics in the City Hall. Let 
Democrats, Socialists, and Republicans vote 
together for such Aldermen as. Addison Bal- 
lard and these things would lull. John G. 
Shortall and Eugene Cary made. brief 
speeches. They were followed by Addison 
Batlard himself, who made the closing speech. 

Mr. Baliard gave an entertaining account 
of his early struggles in Chicago, from the 
time he landed here fifty-one years ago with 
a half interest in 45 ceuts as his earthly pos- 
sessions, to the time he was elected to the 
‘‘ reform Council.’’ He then entered into an 
account of his record as Alderman and County 
Commissioner that elicited the heartiest ap- 
plause. In closing he said in substance: 
“They have made no platform forme to stand, 
sit, or run upon, so I’ have: to manufacture 
one myself, I am a Republican, I always 
have been and always will be.

The City of Chicago 
ought to havea rest on all ordinances that did 
not have reference to clean streets and alleys 
and finance.

I have always said the freight 
warehouses and team tracks ought to be put 
out four miles; then elevate the passenger 
traeks and bring them down to the heart of 
the city.” 

At the closé of Mr. Ballard’s speech John 
G. Shortail offered a resolution that the meet- 
ing ratify the nomination of Addison Ballard 
for Alderman from the Second Ward. This 
was passed with a shout and the meeting 
adjourned. 


BOHEMIANS TRUE TO THE TICKET.

URGE REFORM IN THE JUSTICE SYSTEM. 


Marquette Club Hears Arguments as to 
Changes in Existing Conditions. 

At the Marquette club last night the system 
of Justices of the Peace wag debated by a 
number of speakers in addressés lasting from 
five minutes to half an hour. In this 
club the effort which Was made at 
Springfield last winter to secure an alteration 
in the system received an impetus. The 
rincipal speakers were J. W. Errant of the 

ureau of Justice, who condemned the sys- 
tem, and Justice John C, Everett, who de. 
fended it. 

Mr. Errant, cailing attention to al map 
of Chicago and Cook County hanging behind 
him, said there were in Cook ae 150 


) Justices of the Peace, of whom 50 were in the 


city. Thosein the outlying towns weze elected. 
The Chicago men were appointed. All had 
jurisdiction of the county and that made it 
possible for a defendant to be sued 
in a little town, to reach which 
he must leave home the day before. This was 
often done with results that made it cheaper 
for the litigant to leta default enter. - There 
was no way of punishing the Justices who per- 
mit such practices. He continued: 

‘* A number of country Justices have offices 
in the city. Lawyers go to them to have suits 
brought in the count Justices offer in- 
ducements to get business. Think of a court 
sending out circulars!” 

There are, he said, also 250 constables in 
Cook County, with jurisdiction Over the whole 
county, who are supported by fees. The 
country constables flocked into the city look- 
ing for business. Mr. Errant described how 
the constables helped the Justices get busi- 
ness by encouraging digputants to take out 
warrants of arrest eachfor the other, then 
offering to furnish bail for a consideratron. 
The speaker knew of cases where after fees 
for warrants, baii, and continuances had been 
taken, the contesting parties had been fined 
$1 and costs and let goon payment of costs. 

He criticised the personnel of Justices, and 
said that from the present method of appoint- 
ments evil resulted, for Judges were swayed 
by political considerations: Appointments 
had been made for a monetary consideration, 
he charged. He described the effort which 
was made at Springfield to establish a new 
system,and urged that instead of talki 
about the thing something be done throug 
legislation to alter it. 

Justice Everett said that Justices of the 
Peace were an institution dating from Ed- 
ward ITI. He described their powers and as. 
serted that the system was the best‘that could 
be devised. 

** Establish a district court and you create a 


and deny the poor man the power to come in 
and ask settlement of his dispute without the 
aid of a lawyer as he may now do before a 
Justice of the Peace.”’ 

Justice Everett denied that excessive fees 
were charged, approved as the beat theoretical 
plan possible the appointive system, declared 
the maximum of a Justice’s gross earnings 
under the best circumstances was not over 
$7,000 a year; and said the processes of 
courts of record were abused quite as much 
as those of the Justice of the Peace. He snid 
nothing on the jurisdiction objéctions made 
by Mr. Errant. Si LU

Some of thé age Hard Fought, with

STRIKE NEAR AN END. 


PRESIDENT M’OANN OF THE BRIOK- 
MAKERS SEES VIOTORY. 


Claims That the Manufacturers Will All 
¥ield to the Terms of the Union and 
That There Will Soon Be No Non-Union 
Men in the DistricteNew Members Re- 
ceived in Large Numbers=Gathering at 
Wattle’s HalleCall for a Big Mass- 
Meeting. 


Judging from present indications President 
Michael J. McCann’s crusade to unionize the 
Blue Island yards has succeeded. Last night 
he was the happiest man in Blue Island, 
and» after a meeting held there declared 
that the brickmakers have practically 
won the battle and that it was 
only a matter of a few days before 
every yard in and about Blue Island, Dolton, 
and Bernice would start up with union men. 

“It looks as if we will come out on top,” 
he said, “‘and I think the strike is ours. If 
everything turns outas I expect there will 
not be a non-union man in this section inside 
of two weeks. To organized labor this means 
a great deal, for these yards have been run- 
ning for years with non-union labor.”’ 

The reports to which President McCann re- 
ferred came from Purington where commit- 
tees from Wahl Bros., W. H. Alsip Brick com- 
pany, and the Weckler-Prussing works went 
to decide whether the 400 men at work in 


or should iorm an independent union, The 
meeting lasted only fifteen minutes and it was 
Og to join the Chicago men. The only yard 
which was not represented at the meeting 
was the Purington-Kimbell yard at Puring- 
ton, where 230 men are employed. Several 
men at work there said last night the men 
will jain the Chicago brickmakers, 

* After we got through work this after. 
noon,” said one of the Purington-Kimbell 
employés, ‘“*Supt. Drew called us together 
and read us a contract of new wages in ad- 
vance of the present one. Then he asked all 
in favor of the agreement to step on 
one side and all those who did not 
want to accept it and desired to join the Chi- 
cago union to stepto the other side. With 
the exception of a dozen men all of us got to 
the union side, so I guess we will be with the 
boys.”’ | 

. Meeting at Wattle’s Hall. 

Secretary Mitchell was busy at Wattle’s 
Hall last night making out membership cards 
for new_members, More than 100 men 
joined. When he got through President Mc- 
Cann called the meeting to order. He and C. 
', Sheidon of the LEight-Hour Herald 
were the speakers. In the audience 
were men from every yard about Blue 
Island and a number of citizens who have 
become interested in the movement of the 
strikers. 

* Brothers,”’ said President McCann, “I 
am happy to inform you that everything looks 
bright for the future. If we stick together 
I think we have the strike 
I talked to 400 men in 
and to 150 in Dolton today. They were all 
coming here tonight, but I told them. to wait 
until tomorrow afternoon and we will have 
the biggest mass-meeting ever held in Blue 
Island. The men from the Pullman Brick 
company are also coming; They senta com- 
mittee today which informed me they 
were ready to join the union and 
will be with us to the last. 
When we get through you won’t be able to 
find a non-union man in any of these yards. 
If one of them should ever come out here I 
don’t knéw what will becoine of him. He 
will never be heard from, They will say that 
he left home, but nobody will know what be- 
came of him, Perhaps he will get lost in the 
swamps, or be buried in a clay-hole,”’ 


Loaders Refused to Work Alone. 


It was reported yesterday that the foreman 
of Hayt & Alsip’s brick-yard, where the men 
struck Tuesday, had asked some of the load- 
ers to load a few cars of brick and promised 
to pay them union wages. | loaders claim 
they refused to go to work unless the ma- 
chines were started and all of the men were 
put to work, 

The committee from the W. H. Alsip Brick 
company, which went to Chicago Friday to 
confer with the firm, returned with instruc- 
tions to the men that they should go to work 
Monday. No work has been done at the 
yards since Wednesday. Mr. Alsip is re- 
ported to have told the committeeif the 
men would go to work he would pay them 
the same wages as any other yard in the vi- 
cinity. The men construe this to mean union 
rates, or nearly 20 per cent more than what 
they were getting before they struck. 

At Wahl Bros.’ yards nearly all the men 
were at work yesterday. The new scale of 
wages, they say, will be paid to them, begin- 
ning tomorrow. Dr. Rice was at the works 
Friday and is reported to have made such a 
promise. 

The Wec#ler-Prussing works were in opera- 
tion yesterday and the iwwen there expect to go 
to work Monday under the new scale of 
wages. 

Should President McCann’s expectations be 
realized there will be 1,500 men in. Blue 
Island this afternoon to attend the mass- 
meeting. 


TO LEAVE IT TO ARBITRATION 


Crane Bros’. Men Willing to Leave the 
Wage Question to County Judges. 

An effort was made by the striking em- 
ployés of the Crane company yesterday to 
have the trouble submitted toa committee of 
Cook County Judges for arbitration. The 
effort has not as yet proved successful. A 
committee of the employés presented this 
plan of arbitration to the company officials 
yesterday afternoon. The officials heard the 
committee through, and said they would pre- 
fer to have the dispute as to wages set- 
tled without the aid of any outsiders. 
No definite decision was reached, but 
the committee and company officials will 
discuss the matter further Monday. AUhe 
strikers held a meeting at Zeph’s Hall at 11 
a.m. yesterday. The matter of wages and 
the proposed reduction by the company were 
fully discussed. The discussion resulted in the 
adoption of a set of resolutions setting forth 
the relations existing between the Crane com- 
pany and its employés, the legal rights of 
each and their moral rights from the em- 
ployés’ poiht of view, and concluding 
with ° a proposition that the company 
withdraw its order reducing the wages, 
and let the matter be decided by a 
board of arbitration to consist of judges 
from the local courts.

This statute makes no new law. It is part of 
the common law of this State and has been part 
of the English law for centuries. Blackstone, 
the great ——— law writer, wrote in.the last 
century that if after judgment the prisoner be- 
comes of non-sane memory execution shall 
staid. No fault can be found with the human- 
ity of such a iaw. In its application, how- 


ever, the Prendergast incident may work great-{ 


mischief. Theonly plea of Prendergast on his 
trial was that of insanity. Upon that defense the 
jury found against him. The court rendered judg- 
ment and the Supreme Court concurred, Within a 
few weeks thereafter. the present method is 
adopted of practically reviewing a decision 
which must be regarded as a conclusive adjudica- 
tion. If Prendergast was not insane when he 
was tried for the crime he is not insane now. His 
is not the case of one becoming insane after con- 
viction. Another inquiry as to his sanity is sim- 
ply an appeal to a lower court from a conviction 
which has already been confirmed by the highest 


court. 
Distinction Made in the Statute. 


The statute clearly means to distinguish be- 
tween the mental condition of the prisoner at 
the time of his conviction and at the time of the 
pe mg ng inquiry. If the jury in the present in- 
quiry olds that he is insane now it in effect says 

at the jury and the two courts who reviewed 
his case were legal imbeciles. If Judge Chetlain 
had the power to take jurisdiction at 

had the right to sta execution 
senténce. He certainly did what he 
thought was right. It should borne 
in mind, though, that the method pursued 
on behalf of the prisoner was reso to only 
after weeks had been expended in endeavoring to 
have him released on the ground of insanity by a 
resort to ordinary, as well as extraordinary, legal 
rocedure. If Prendergast became insane after 
is convietion then resort to the present matory 
ought to have been entered upon in time to have 
permitted a verdict before the day of sentence ar- 
rived. No sane man will believe that Prender- 
gast became insane during the evening precéding 
the day set for the execution, and only aftet the 
Supreme and Federal Courts had refased relief. 
houghtful men will consider the precedent 
thus established with considerable alarm. It 
adds another to the already too numerous tech- 
nicalities and obstacles in the way of a prompt 
and speedy enforcement of the criminal law. If 
one adjudication, confirmed by the Supreme 
Court, upon the plea of insanity is not to be re- 
arded as conclusive within a ( reasona- 
le time thereafter, then opstinntinn 
upon application can be made, day 
upon day, to different Judges in course. be- 
cause it may be then contended, as here, that each 
application has reference ‘to 4 different period. 
do not believe that the statute contemplates any 
such confusion. The execution of sentence can 
in this way be postponed almost indefinitely. It 
will depend upon the number of Jadges, t 
length of time of each trial, and in fact the 
prisoner can make mpapese applications on con- 
secutive days to the e Judge. Such a condi- 
pow affairs produces almost a travesty upon 
ustice. 


Lyman Trumbull’s View. 


Ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull said: 

I thought it questionable whether the court 
had the power, before the convicted person was 
found to be lunatic by a jury, to stay the execu- 
tion of his sentence. The statute reads: “If after 
judgment, and before executioOn of the gentence, 
such person becomes lunatic or insane then, in 
case the punishment be capital. the execution 
theréof shall be staid.’’ This seems to imply, 
that it if not to be until the person is found to be 
a lunatic that the execution can be staid. It is 
not for the court to declare him a Innatic, 
but, the statute deciares: “It shall th 
duty of the court to impanel 
to try the question ’’’; and it is not until 
has found the person insane that he has, in 
contemplation, become a lunatic. It is then. 
the law declares execution of sentence shall 
staid until the recovery from. insanity or lunacy. 

Sec, 285 having specified lunacy as a cause for 
staying the execution it is doubtful whether the 
court, and particularly a Judge other than the 
trial Judge, would, under Sec. 439, be authorized 
to consider a charge of lunacy, already provided 
for by another section, as good cause for pro- 
longing the execution to a definite time, when 
the statute says in case of lunacy the 
execution shall be staid until the recovery 
of the lunatic. It may be doubted whether it is 
competent for the islaturp to vest the power 
to reprieve, confe by the Constitution upon 
the Governor, 1n a court. 

I have no dis tion to criticise the action of 
Jndge Chetiain. whom ! 
up 
doubtedly his duty, upon a .prima facie showing 
that Prendergast b insane since his 
conviction, forthwith to impanel a jury to try 
that question, and if that jury fo him insane 
the statute declares that his execution be 
staid until his recovery. It, seems to 
me a dangerous power to be vested 
in a court to bostpon an execution 
on a charge of insanity, afising subsequent to the 
conviction, for the purpyse of impaneling a jury 
to try that question after the time for execution 
had passed. In a clear case of insanity, suddenly 
developed, shortly before the execution it would 
be easy to impanel a jury and pass upon the 
question, which the State would hardly re- 
sist, in a few minutes. In Prendergast’s 
case the question of insanity was con- 
troverted, and although the time was 
short between the application to the court 
and the time fixed for execution it was still suf- 
ficient to have impaneled a jury and have pre- 
sented a reasonabie amount of testimony. ‘If the 


jury now impaneled should find Prendergast . 
*| sane, what isto prevent another postponement 


nd the impaneling of another jury to pass upon 
the question when it is alleged that he has be- 
come insane since the finding of the present jury?

Commercial Treaty Pending. 


The present treaty is generally considered 
as the forerunner of a comwercial treaty, the 
draft of which is believed to have been made 
and forwarded to China for the inspection of 
the Chinese Government. Secretary Gresh- 
ato is known to be anxious tod signalize his 
administration of the State Departinent by 
perfecting an agreement which will increase 
the commercial interests of the United States 
in the Chinese Empire. It is known 
that he has been in conference with members 
of the Senate upon the entire Chinese ques- 
tion.

They did not 
appear, yet the committee took up the case, ex- 
amined into it, and decided that the Columbia 
Hall nominees were the regular Republican nou 
1nees. 

Under a section of the law this board has ab- 

solute power to hear ébjections and determine 
who or which of the nominees of a party are 
entitled to have their names printed upon 
the ballot as such nominees. And this board does 
not share the power of determining the right of 
a nominee to have hig name placed upon the 
ballot with any other person or organization, 
but holds the absolute power within itself. But 
in exercising its power this board has decided 
that factions of a party claiming to be the reguiar 
party or regularly constituted authoricy of a 
pores ina given district or town, claiming to 
1ave nominated a ticket, should first submit 
their cause with their claims to the highest 
authority of their party within the county and 
obtain the decision from that authority as to 
which of the nominees are the regular nominees 
of the party. 

Wesee no reason, therefore, why this board 
one oa behind the action of the regularly con- 
stituted Republican Central Organization to as;- 
certain which of the candidates should have their 
names printed upon the ballot and hold that the 
nominees of the Colémbia Hall couvention are 
the regular nominees of the Republican party of 
the Town of Lake. 


Who Is a Qualified Voter? 


In the matter of the sufficiency of the peti- 
tions in the Fourth Ward and other cases the 
decision turned on the question what con- 
stituted a qualified voter and what was meant 
by the “* last preceding election.”’ The board 
followed the ruling of the attorney on this 
point. He held that all persons who possess 
the qualifications of electors within the ward, 
district, or other division are eligible and 


for office. He recommended the November 
election as the basis of computation. 

Attorney Kraus, representing Griesheimer, 
and Attorney Tripp, representing Ruddy, ar- 
gued the ‘Iiwenty-fourth Ward case. Mr. 
Kraus said that hie candidate had the regular: 
ly signed credentials of the regularly appoint- 
ed judges; that throwimg out the Third Dis- 
trict, from which the ballot-box was stolen, 
he still had votes enough to nominate Gries- 
heimer, and that the signatures of the judges 
to the Ruddy credentials are forgeries, which 
fact he could prove by the judges themselves. 
The judges, however, informed’ him that they 
would not go behind the findmgs of the party 
governing committee. 

In the case of Mr. Manierre those who are 
opposing his candidacy say that they will be 
able to prove that there are not sufficient sig- 
natures to his petition. They are making 4 
close scrutiny of it. Mr. Manierre’s friends, 
on the other hand, seem to be indifferent. 


TO SECURE POLITICAL INFORMATION, 


Civic Federation Will Rely on Reporters 
for Candidates’ Records. 

The Political committee of the Civic Feder- 
ation does not think its work ended in the 
preliminary address sent out before the re- 
cent primaries. The members of the com- 
mittee and the Secretary of the federation are 
bombarded every day with countless letters 
from citizens asking for information about 
candidates for municipal offices. The com- 
mittee met atthe Palmer House yesterday 
afternoon to take up the characters of the 
various nominees and to decide what the 
federation should do in the coming elec- 
tion. There was a feeling expressed that 
the federation owed it to itself and the com- 
munity to follow up its primary circular and 
insist upon the elechion of the best candidates. 
It was when the m@mbers of the committee 
took up the nominees for Aldermen, ward by 
ward, that they discovered how few of the men 
‘were personally known to its members, and 
those present are men of wide city acquaint- 
ance; they were Judge Collins, John W. Ela, 
William Penn Nixon, John J. McGrath, 
Franklin MacVeagh. A. C. Hesing, E. S. 
Dreyer, and Victor F, Lawson. After discuss- 
ing the best way toarrive at the proper esti- 
mation of all the candidates, in order to de- 
clare for or against them, it was decided that 
such information could only be furnished 
by the political. reporters of the 
daily papers. It was said that these 
men were the only ones in the gity who were 
independent of party and | represented 
less partisan bias than any ether who were 
capable of furnishing exact information to 
the committee. In order that the reporters 
could be brought together to discuss the situ- 
ation and the men a subcommittee with Judge 
Collins as Chairman was appointed to invite 
the reporters to lunch with the committee 
Monday at the Union League club. This 
subcommittee will report to the general com- 
inittee, and it is probable that a meeting of 
the federation will be called the latter part of 
the week to adopt or reject the recommenda- 
tions of the Political committee, and pass 
upon the address to the voters pointing out 
the reputable candidates,

CULLERTON ON TAXATION EVILS, 


The Ex-Alderman Suggests Remedies for 
the Correction of Inequalities. 

Ex-Ald, E. F. Ciillerton addressed a mass- 
meeting last night at Eighteenth street and 
Ashland boulevard on the defects of the pres- 
ent system of taxation and what should be 
done to remedy them. The chief defects 
noted were the discriminations against realty 
and in favor of personal property; the gross 
inequalities in egtimations of values; the low 
rate of assessments and the high rate of tax- 
ation permitted by law. The remedy 
he suggested for these evils was 
the substitution of a County Assessor for the 
present Township Assessors and the compul- 
sory appraisement of property at its cash 
value, He said: “{[t seems to me that the 
County Assessor, free from township jealousy, 
acting for the whole county, with a long term 
—tore time in each year, better equipped for 
finding and valuing property, better paid and 
more conspicuous in the eye of the people, 
ought to, and I believe would, do his work 
better than it is being done by Township 
Assessors,” 


South Park Board Deadlock Unbroken. 

There has been no election for South Park Com- 
missioner to succeed Mr. Donnersberger or Mr. 
Russell thus far. The deadlock of the Judges 
continues. It is likely to continue for some time. 
Judge Horton is now out of the city. Judge Gib- 
bons went away yestefday to be gone for a day or 
two. The other Republican Judges will not enter 
the caucus of the Judges until the return of the 
two absentees or until some agreement is made 
as tothe nominations. The Republican Judges 
are willing to elect the nominees of the Demo- 
crats to succeed Mr. Donnersberger if Democrats 
will permit the Republicans to name the suc- 
cessor of Mr. Russell. But the Democrats want 
to name the two men. Until some fair division 
is made the deadlock will continue. 


POLLARD HEARD IN STAR CHAMBER. 


Arguments as to Admissibility of Deposi- 
tions Made in Secret. 

Wasurnoton, D.C., March 24.—[Special. ]— 
Star chamber proceedings were the order in 
the Pollard-Breckinridge case today. Just 
before the hour for court to open a whisper 
passed among the lawyers and they slipped 
one by one into the Jpdge’s consultation- 
room adjoining the court-room. A bailiff de- 
niec admission to all but the legal forces, 
Col. Breckinridge, and his son Desha. The 
party was closeted in the Judge’s room five 
hours. 

There are three depositions to which Miss 
Poliard’s attorneys make their principal 
objections, the point involved bemg the 
relevancy of testimony bearing upon Miss 
Pollard’s character. Oneof these depositions 
was made by Alec Julian, the young blind 
man to whom Miss Pollard alluded in her 
letter to” ‘* Wessie”’ Brown as her * blind 
Barnabas.” He asserts in the affidavit taken 
in Kentucky that a mock marriage was .per- 
formed between Miss Pollard and himself at 
’Squire Tinsley’s at Bridgeport Christmas 
day, 1883; that after drinking eggnog freely 
he suggested that married couples usually re- 
tired, and that thereupon the two went up- 
stairs and did retire. The second deposition 
is by W. W. Roselle, to whom Miss Pollard 
was engaged to be married in 1884. He de- 
posed that he took liverties with Miss Pollard 
in the library of the Wesleyan Seminary, and 
that when he left that town for Chicago 
Miss Pollard begged him to take her with him. 
Miss Pollard denied that Roselle had done 
more than kiss her and attributed Roselie’s 
motive in opposing her to the fact that he is a 
candidate for the position of Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue in Representative Breckin- 
ridge’s district. The other deposition to 
which the plaintiff is particularly opposed was 
made by Dr. Lewis of Lexington, who affirms 
that Col. Swope, since dead, once approached 
him with a request thathe perform a criminal 
operation on a woman whom he called ** Miss 
Pollard.’’ The doctor did not see the woman 
nor could he identify her with the plaintiff, so 
the objection was made that there is nothing 
to connect the deposition with the principal 
in this case, Parts of other depositions are 
also objected to. Judge Bradley took the 
questions submitted undér consideration to 
decide them Monday morning. Miss Pol- 
lard’s counsel surprised the defense by mak- 
ing a sweeping objection to all their deposi- 
tions on the ground that they had been taken 
in an irregular manner. 


CORPORATIONS WITHHOLD TAXES, 


Discrepancies in the Books of New York’s 
Controller and the Cause of It. 

Arpany, N. Y., March 24.— [Special.|— 
Rumors of discrepancy in the books in{the 
corporation tax department in the State Con- 
troller’s office were rife last fall. They were 
revived again this week, the amount of the 
apparent defalcation being placed at $1,600,- 
000. It is alleged that there is some dis- 
crepancy, but it is small when compared 
with the amount stated. Controller Roberts 
(Rep.), who went into office in January, after 
the Controlter’s office had been under Demo- 
cratic control for ten years, started in to in- 
vestigate the books to see that everything was 
all right. The man selected to look over the 
books in the €orporation tax department is 
Dennis J. Dewon, a cousin of Senator Ed- 
ward Murphy Jr. and an employé in the de. 
partment under Controller Chapin (Dem.) 
five yearsago. The present head of the tax 
department is Charles E. Kilmer, another 
(Troy) Murphy Deniocrat, who succeeded Mr. 
Dewon and was instrumental in having him 
displaced. Therefore there is much personal 
feeling in the whole affair. The report of 
Dewon is locked in the Controller’s 
safe and Controller Roberts is absent 
from town. He telegraphs, however, 
that the books in his office’ will 
show that the State is loser. The modus 
operandi charged against Kilmer is that for 
consideration he allowed corporations to with- 
hold part of the taxes assessed on the earnings, 
At the Controller’s office it was explained that 
the reason for the withholding of theamouuts 
assessed against corporations was because 
the quéstion of assessment on gross capital 
and earnings was fiow being contested in the 
courts. It is also rumored that a large 
amount of securities held for the various 
State funds were sold last fall at low 
prices and that other less desirable 
ones were purchased to replace them, and 
that in addition to the double commission 
thus made by favored brokers 4 percentage 
was also retained on eelling and purchasing 
prices of the securities. In Syracuse today 
Attorney-General Hancock obtained a writ 
of certiorari to review the proceedings of ex- 
Controller Campbell in canceling taxes of 
certain railroad corporations amounting to 
$80,000, setting forth in his application that 
the proceedings were irregular.

WAYWARD EULA SHOT 


KILLED BY HER HUSBAND FOR UN- 
FAITHFULNESS, 


Frank A. Kurtz Puts Four Bulléts into His 


Wife's Body on a Crowded Thorough- 
fare=Officers Save Him from a Howling 
Mob—Murderer Says He Was Trying 
to Save His . Step-Daughter from 
Immoral Lifee Wife Had Complained of 
Non-Support. 


Frank A. Kurtz, alias Frank A. Kirk, shot 
and killed his wife Ella at the intersectién of 
Kingsbury and Kinzie streéts at 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and but for ths protec- 
tion of two police officers would hive been 
promptly lynched by an angry mob which 
made a vigorous attempt to take possession 
of the prisoner. 

The murder was the outcome of many quar- 
rels between the man and his wife, the latter 
being accused of vunfaithfulness. Four 
shots were fired by the man. 
The first bullet entered her back . below the 
fifth rib and passed through her bedy, com- 
ing out at the breast. Not satisfied. with his 
deadly work the frenzied man fired three 
more shots, one of which entered near the left 
ear. The second struck oné and a half inches 
below this wound, and the last passed through 
tne right wrist and shattered the bone. The 
woman died almost instanfty. 

At the time of the murder Sergt. Roach and 
Officer Stratton from the Desplaines Street 
Station were following Kurtz and only haifa 
block away. They had a warraet for the man’s 
arrest, which had been sworn out by his wife 
during the morning, charging him with dis- 
orderly conduct. 

An Appointment for the Fatal Meeting. 

She saw her husband at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning and made an appointment to meet 
him at Milwaukee avenue and Canal street at 
2:30 o’clock in the afternoon. At 1] o’clock 
she applied to Sergt. Donnelly at the Des- 
plaines Street Station and asked for a warrant 
for Kurtz in order to compel him to give her 
money with which she and her 12-year-old 
daughter could buy food. The. warrant was 
given to Sergt. Roach and he and Officer 
Stratton watched for the couple at the ap- 
pointed meeting place at Milwaukee avenue 
and Canal street at 2:30 p. m.. The 
woman, accom panied by her daughter Jenrie, 
met Kurtz, They started to walk east across 
the Kinzie street bridge. The officers fol- 
lowed. The manand woman were talking in 
loud tones and were evidently quarreling. 
Just as the two reached Kingsbury street 
Kirk was seen to draw a revolver and fired the 
four shots in quick succession, The woman 
fell to the ground with a scream, and the lit- 
tle girl, afraid of being shot, fled. 

Several pedestrians saw the shooting, and a 
large crowd quickly gathered. 

* Lynch him!” “Tench him!’ cried the 
mob, and it started after the murderer, who, 
with blanched face, sought a place of safety. 
The two police officers jumped into an ex- 
press wagon driven by Ben Featherstone and, 
Sergt. Roach grabbed the lines and started 
in pursuit of the prisoner. Fora block anda 
half they kept up a chase, and final- 
ly overtook their man. He pointed 
his revolver, which was empty, at Sergt. 
Roach, who promptly drew his own weapon. 

Kurtz was disarmed, and, as the mob had 
almost caught up with him, he was hustled 
into the express wagon and driven to the .Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad freight house 
and taken inside. Outside the mob surged 
and yelled for the deliverance of the mur- 
derer. 

The officers called for the police, and a few 
minutes later a patrol wagon with haifa 
dozen officers appeared. Only with difficulty 
was the crowd dispersed and the prisoner 
taken to the Desplaines Street Station, where 
he was locked up. When seen by a reporter 
for Tue Trieune half an hour later he was 
nervous and agitated. He said: 

Says He Was Trying to Save the Child, 

‘*] am sorry for the little girl and for what 
I did, but Ella was untrue to me and had no 
right to go with other men. I suppose I will 
have to hang and I . will have to take it like 
the rest of them.”’ 

The man 1s of medium height, weighs 135 
pounds, has a swarthy complexion, and a 
black mustache. His right eye was ewollen 
from a blow which he said he received from 
one of the officers. 

In his subsequent conversation he gave the 
following account of himself. : 

‘* | was bora. April 31, 1866, in St. Louis. 
My father and mother are alive and live in 
Marshalltown, la. I do not want to give 
their names, as they are honorable people, 
and I don’t want to bring disgrace upon them. 
I married Ella six years ago at Omaha, Neb. 
She’came from Marshalltown, Ia., whére she 
had been living with a man named James 
Moran. 'The little girl is his child. I 
have ‘traveled with variety shows and 
did a ‘black face turn’ and a fire- 
eating act. Of late I have been following 
my trade, that of painter and paper-hanger. 
No; Idon’tdrink. The last place my wife 
and I lived together was at No. 49 North 
Sangainon street. She left me three times 
and I tried to get her to come back to me, tor 
I loved her. The last time she left me was 
three weeks ago. I tracked her to the Barnes 
House and to the Girard House, No. 185 
East Washington street, and found that she 
entertained other men, She told 
me it was none of my busi- 
ness and said the same thing today 
when I shot her. 1 was trying to save the 
girl who was being brought up under such 
bad surroundings. I wrote her two or three 
letters begging her not to spoil thechild. I 
went to the Humane Society and asked Mr. 
Stevens and Mr, Little to take the little one 
from her. If they had done so this would not 
have happened.”’ 

March 10 Kurtz was arrested on the com- 
plaint of his wife for making threats. Justice 
Doyle placed him under $300 bonds to keep 
the peace fdr six months. 


BULGARIAN MURDERED AND ROBBED 


Decomposed Body of Joseph Petrov,Found 
and His Roommate Missing. 


Joseph Petrov, a Bulgarian candymaker, 
was found murdered in his room at No. 39 
Boston avenue yesterday evening by the 
Desplaines street police. It ig supposed he 
was murdered fora sum of money amount- 
ing to $3,000 which he is said to have had in 
his possession, The murderer is thought to 
be gne Anastasias, the roommate of Petroy 
and his partner in business. 

The murdered man had not been geen by 


_ any of his friends since the evening of March 


4. Papers ombhis person showed he was still 
alive Monday, March 5,'and it is thought he 
was murdered that night. When the body 
was found yesterday evening it wasin a badly 
decomposed condition. The back of the head 
was crushed in and a towel was tightly 
wound around the neck, indicating 
the method the murderer used 
to kill his victim. The body was removed to 
the county morgue and an inquest will be 
held at 10 o’clock Monday morning. 

Petrov and. his. companion occupied two 
front rooms in @ dingy one-story frame 
house at No. 39 Boston avenue, Mrs. 
Lucy Bernard, who rented the ji 
lived in the rear two rooms with her 
G-year-old daughter and Thomas Horne, 
her brother, She fented the rooms to 
Petrov and Anastasias six mouths ago. The 
former was an expert candymaker, and three 
months ago in company with Anastasias and 
F. M. Martenovitch opened a candy store at 
No, 706 West Madison ‘street. Martenovitch 
secured the lease in his name, and when, 
six or seven days after opening busi- 
ness the partners qvarreled, he turned 
Petrov and Anastasias out. .These two 
then started a small manufactory at No. 39 
Boston avenue. Late the night of March 4 
Petrov met Nikola Nowakawitch on Madison 
street and said he was going to take his 
$3,000 and start a business of hisown. He 
asked the latter to assist him in the busi- 
ness. When Nowakawitch called at the 
house March 6 he found the door locked, 
He ecalied for six or seven days in 
succession with no better success. The police 
were then notified, but nothing was done. 
The murder was brought to light yesterday, 
when Martenovitch and three other Bulgar- 
ians called at the house. When they found 
the door locked they went to the Desplaines 
Street Police Station and reported the sus- 
icious circumstances. Lieut. Lee sent Officers 
‘halen and Foley with instructions to break 
open the dvor, which was done, and in a cor- 
ner of the room concealed under a heap of 
biankets was found the decomposed body of 
Petrov, it plainly showed that a murder

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Action of Lake Underwriters. 


Sweeping reductions in valuations and a gen- 
eral advance in rates were the results of the two 
days’ session of the lake underwriters at Cleve- 
land last week. The Chicago delegation returned 
home yesterday. The reductions in the value of 
lake boats for the purpose of instirance are about 
LO per cent on steel steamers and Al wooden 
boats of larger size; on Al‘4y, 15 per cent; A2 
boats, 20 to 25 per cent; and on A2% and B1l, 
from 25 to 80 per cent. On the lower classes not 
only is the valuation cut down, but the limit 
of policy value is reduced by 10 per cent 
more, and then the amount of insurance which 
owners will be permitted to carry is greatly 
lessened. For instance, an A2 wooden steamer, 
which was valued last season at $50,000, and 
could be insured for some $45,000, will be rated 
this year at $40,000, with a policy limit of 
$36,000. It can be insured for only two-thirds to 
six-sevenths of that amount. The aim of the 
underwriters was to compel vessélowners to 
carry more of their own insurance, and thus de- 
crease the temptation to lose boats through neg- 
ligenete. While first-class stee!] steamers can get 
full collision liability insuranee, yet the under- 
writers make it an inducement to owners to 
take sc me risk themselves in driving their boats 
through fog by making a rate of '¢ per cent for 
three-fourths valnation, as against 1 per ceat for 
full vaiuation. The greatest sufferers from the 
action of the underwriters are the older and 
smalier classes of boats, and on many of them 
the new cunditions-and rates will be prohibitory. 
As many boats now loaded with grain in Chicago 
River will go out of commission 4s soon as they 
reach Buffalo trip insurance rates in April were 
made 10 percent of the season rate on policies 
of whatever kind and for May 7 per cent. Cargo 
rates on iron ore, pig iron, coal, and steel rails 
were advanced about 50 per cent all around. 


Fuel for Steamers. 


CLEVELAND, O.—Cleveland, Buffalo, and De- 


troit vesselmen today closed a deal with the 
Pittsburg and Chicago Gas Coal company for 
fnel for their steamers to be furnished at Cleve- 
land at the rate of $1.90 per ton, which is a cut 
of about 50 cents from other dealers’ rates. 
Enough owners are now in the deal to take 60,- 
000 tons, and jt is expected that others will join 
in the mevement for fuel to a round 100,000 
tons during the comimg season.

that meeting has nothing to do or little to do 
with the progressive majority of the London 
County Council, who then presented an ad- 
dress to their former Chairman on his pro- 
motion to be Prime Minister. That was a 
graceful tribute, and the audience which gath- 
ered to’ join in the ceremony was a vast one 
and greeted Lord Rosebery with enthusiasm. 
Nor was it the greater fact of his speech 
which was important, with its eulogy upon 
the council and its. earnest discussion of 
municipal politics and policy. Nor was it 
his elaborate narrative of’ what the late 
government had done or tried to 
do for London and (for the work- 
ing classes in London (and elsewhere. 
What was important, what was really mo- 
mentous and entirely new, was the declara- 
tion, at the end, of the new spirit which this 
new Prime Minister means to introduce into 
-publialife and into the government of this 
country. He defined it as the spirit which 
aims more at the improvement of the lot of 
_the worker ana the toiler than at those great 
constitutional effects in which past Parlia- 
ments have taken their pride. Upon that 
text Lord Rosebery spoke not more than 
seven or eight minutes. It is probable that 
from those seven or eight minutes may be 
dated a new political era in England. 
Reaches the People’s Hearts. 


By a happy image he suggested that in the 


lowering of the suffrage they had somewhere 
or other lit upon the conscience of the com- 
munity, now at last alive to its.duties to all 
classes. With perhaps an unconscious rem- 
iniscence of Seward’s immortal phrase, the 
higher law, he announced the higher moral- 
ity as the future rule of politics. By that are 
governments henceforth to be guided. He 
appealed to that unnamed body of citizens 
ever inclined to say, ‘‘a plague on both your 
houses; a plague on both your parties,” and 
to demand of the debaters and politicians to 
cease their mere talk and do something for 
the pecple. 

He did not despair, he said, of seeing at no 


‘distant day a Prime Minister who from time 


to time would descend from the platform of 
party and speak straight to the hearts of his 
4ellow-countrymen. The cheers of the audi- 
ence answered for them that ‘they thought 
they had found sucha Prime Minister. He 
entreated them, he said, not to save his Cabi- 
net or himself, but to save , themselves and 
most of the people about them by some effect- 
ive action from the perils' which beset Eng- 
land, from new dangers such as no war ever 
threatened, and which 4t is the prayer of this 
government it may escape. 

It is nothing to say of these glowing sen- 

tences that they were eloquent, or that they 
stirred deep feelings and sympathies among 
those who heard them. It was very noble 
rhetoric and noble oratory, but it was much 
It was the herald ot the new 
political morning, the proclamation of a 
policy for the peopleand by the people, a peo- 
ple educated, regenerated, upiifted, and, if 
you like, consecrated to the gospel of the new 
reform, that social reform which is not social- 
ism, but a far purer and far more practicable 
doctrine. It must be taken up as it was 
meant, and it was meant practically. 
If you have any doubt of its practical pur- 
port or value you have only to note that Mr. 
Chamberlain, who went to Edinburg on a 
mission of criticism, declared himself in 
hearty agreement with the tone and spirit of 
the speech. ‘‘ There, indeed,’ said the 
Unionist leader, ‘‘spoke a statesman, and 
there indeed we seem to be listening to real 
criticisms.’’ Mr. Chamberlain is the most 
practical of politicians, and also one of those 
most deeply interested in the weifare of the 
workingman. In both ‘caphcities his — testi- 
mony is that of an expert. He saw that Lord 
Rosebery’s words were: meant as a solemn 
appeal to the true democracy of England, its 
working classes, as they shall be hereafter. 

There, if anywhere, must the sources and 
foundation of astable policy and a strong 
National party be sought, and that is the aim 
which, I believe Lord Rosebery has set before 
him. He has already more than any other 
living Englishman the confidence of the work- 
ing classes, a confidence borne of the intel- 
ligent sympathy he has shown them, From 
all other leaders they have stood in a measure 
aloof: “From no other leader have they ever 
heard such an appeal. On the answer they 
make to it depends certainly, in the long run, 
the fate of this ministry and the future of

LONDON FINANOIERS SAY THE HARD 
_ TIMES HAVE GONE. 


Money Cheaper Than Ever and in Great 
Demand for New Enterprises=The Fact 
That Gladstone Is Dissatisfied with 
Rosebery Is Being Forced Upon the 
People of England—Adoption of the 
Russo-German Treaty Marks the Be- 
ginning of a New Era in Economics,

Lonpon, March 24.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times.]|—When Londou re- 
sumes financial business next week it is un- 
derstood that it will be on the general theory 
that the Easter holidays marked the end of 
the long depression, and that better times 
have actually begun. ,, i have been col- 
lected more readily than usual this spring. 
Railway returns are steadily rising, business 
is brisking up, and gold is uninterruptedly 
flowing into the Bank of England. Money is 
socheap that the government will be able 
Tuesday to borrow on treasury bills for the 
whole twelvemonth at 19-16, which is the 
lowest rate the government ever got. Stock 
exchange magnates ali talk confidently, and, 
it is said, that more loans for new companies 
are going to be brought out during the spring 
and summer than were promoted altogether 
since 1890. 


Rosebery’s Status Not Determined. 


The question whether Rosebery is a sun god 
or merely, as Labouchere calls him, a for- 
ward schoolboy, will remain an open one for 
at least another month. 

Although the Easter holidays this year are 
shorn down to next to nothing Parliament 
cannut but be affected by the general paraly- 
sis of activity prevailing all about it during 
this spring vacation season, and even 
when it does buckle into work it will be 
the second week in April before routine esti- 
mates are out of the way, and then the budget 
will take another fortnight. It is only then 
that the political side of this new Cabinet will 
come to the front and test its strength with 
the Liberal party in the House. By that time 
all the six pending by-elections will be over, 
and their net result on one side or the other 
will have its effect upon the situation. 

' That uncertain element apart, opinion 
gains strength that Rosebery will manage to 
scrape along during the year and get the party 


into tolerable fighting shape for the election. | 


There will exist all the while a chance that 
some sudden. atcident will upset the whole 
fabric and precipitate dissolution on an un- 
prepared party. The quarters from which it 


is foreseen this accident may come are too | 


numerous to catalogue, but the present dis- 
position is to assume that no catastrophe will 
occur. 

The fact that Gladstone was really pushed 
out of his place by a combination of circu.n- 
stances, the force in which he had miscalcu- 
lated, and that he specially resents being suc- 
ceeded by Rosebery is just beginning to filter 
positively through the understandings of Lib- 
eral members. If they had grusped this 
earlier, say at the time when it was fully set 
forth in these dispatches, something might 
have happened. As it is, it is too late now. 
Gladstone Leaves the Premier Unnoticed 

Gladstone went the length of publishing 
nearly a column letter to his Midlothian con- 
stituents Thursday, explaining his action and 
dwelling fh detail not only on the retrospect, 
but the future of the Liberal party, and never 
said a word even by implication about his 
successor. This has carried conviction to 


‘many who, up to that time, clung to the pop- 


ular notion that Rosebery was Gladstone s 
choice, but no Liberal paper has called at- 
tention to this striking omission. So power- 
ful is the cult of the rising sun in official cir- 
cles of the party that any mention of 
this now would damage Gladstone’s 
prestige rather than weaken Rosebery’s 
control.' No big figure in _ polities, , not 
even Bismarck, was ever so adtoitly and com- 
pletely shelved by the ambitious younger gen- 
eration on a pretext of his owWn furnishing. 
The difference is, ef course, that Bismarck 
should have kicked on the doorstep; whereas 
the more dignified, the courtlier Gladstone 
bent all his energies to creating a tradition 
that he retired of his own accord. 

But he could not resist the temptation to 
make in his last official speech a bitter attack 
on that chamber in which his successor sits, 
and in his formal message to Midlothian he is 
not able to even allude to that successor’s ex- 


istence. 
New Tariffs Mean Peace. 


The arrangement of a commercial treaty 
between Russia and Germany has been 
treated from the outset in these dispatches as 
the most important event of recent years for 
all Europe. Its significance is much in- 
creased this week by news that a practically 
similar treaty has been agreed on between 
Russia and Austro-Hungary. There had been 
a long standing obstacle in the form of Rus- 
sia’s objection t6 reduce its rye duty, but the 
Czar is said at last to have waived this, and for- 
mal negotiations will be finished in a few weeks. 
Though the public thinks and talks of Krupp 
guns, fortifications, and movements of troops 
as controlling international relations, modern 
gtatesmen know that good fellowship aniong 
the nations is most of all an affair of tariffs. 
With three great Eastern empires trading one 
with another on lines of freedom hardly 
dreamed of a decade age the whole situation 
as left by the treaty of Berlin may be said to 
have disappeared. We must take into ac- 
count now the fact of a new Europe swayed 
by new considerations and stirred by new im- 
pulses, 

Count Caprivi’s Dantzic speech, in which 
he said the Emperor saw further ahead than 


a mere economic effect in his Russian treaty, _ 


and looked forward to the possibility that the 
coming century would demand a coalition ‘of 
the nations of Europe, and that when this 
came some of them might not be strong 
enough to meet the changed conditions un- 
aided, has naturally created adeep interest. 
Peopie have ceased to scoff at William’s 
dreams. This authoritative hint of some vast 
new vision in the young Em per- 
or’s mind, coming as it does on 
the heels of these portentous 
tariff revises, is taken respectfully indeed. 
Even the Parisian papers, La Liberte in par- 
ticular, go out of the way to remark that 
William is a man of much depth of thought 
and far-reaching projects, and maybe he has 
something up his sleeve which will benefit 
Europe at large, 
Sign of the Times in Paris. 

Another sign of the new times which ought 
not to escape attention is the steady gain that 
is being made in Paris of religious observ- 
ances. Ail agree that the Lenten ceremonies 
this year have been  0better attended 
and seemed to take more hold on 
popular fancy than for many years 
back. Whether this is due to reaction from 
the Anarchist ferment, or is prompted by a 
desire to imitate the ostentatious piety of the 
Russians of all classes, need not be debated. 


The fact exists, and itis a curious one with ‘ 


possibly large consequences. It is 100 years 
today since Anacharsis Ciootz, Hebert, and 
other professionali atheists responsible for the 
official worship of reason were guillotined on 
the Piace Greve. It is suggestive that today 
the largest street crowds gathered anywhere

day long. Already there has arisen considera- 
ble literature devoted to Ste. Jeanne d’ Are, as 
she soon is to be. Most of it is devoted to 
urging that her saint day—Aug. 21—be sub- 
stituted as a national féte day for that of the 
Bastile—July 14—and it is regarded as likely 
that this change will. be made within the next 
few years. 
Buda Pesth and Kossuth, 


The somewhat languid reminiscent inter- 
est aroused in and outside the empire of the 
Hapsburgs by Kossuth’s death has been much 
quickened by riots in’ Buda Pesth, accounts 
of which take a leading place on today’s tele- 
graphic news pages. If Denver had been 
built on the Hudson, opposite Newburg, it 
would closely resemble Buda Pesth both in 
its scenic surrounding; and in its deeply mod- 
ern aspect. It is one of the newest and 
busiest of Europe's large cities, with splendid 
buildings, advanced electrical appliances, and 
a population ready at a minute’s notice for 
any sort of. rough-and-tumble demonstra- 
tion on any conceivable subject. For months 
back its Clerical faction has been at daggers 


drawn with the rougher Radical elements on | 


the heated issue of the civil marriage bill, and 
street riots have been daily expected, 
suth’s death afforded a whimsical chance for 
these two belligerent parties to forget their 
own quarrel and combine to hammer the 
police on general principles. The grounds 
given for the disturbances are, of course, that 
the officials did not promptly close the subsi- 
dized theaters and opera and hang the build- 
ings with crape, but where one demonstrant 
felt this grievance a score joined the row for 
the sake of a row. 

One result has been to scare the citizens of 
Buda Pesth into so covering their houses with 
mourning that black cloth is selling at fab- 
ulous prices. Urgent orders for more have 
been wired to every market of Central Enu- 
rope. These troubles are expected to last till 
after the funeral! April 1, and all Vienna cor- 
respondents say they are bound to complicate 
Hungarian polities gravely and perhaps even 
to shake the imperial connection. But Vi- 
enna’s heart 1s always ready to drop into its 
boots whenever a gun is fired anywhere south 
of the Carpathians, 

Proposed Anglo-American Allianee. 


Sir George Clarke’s article in the North 
American on an Anglo-American naval alli- 
ance is much read and discussed here, The 
Speaker, which reflects pretty intimately Lord 
Rosebery’s view of things, devotes a long 
leader to it, praising the idea, which it de- 
clares is coming more quickly within the 
range of practical politics than many people 
imagine. It gives Capt. Mahan credit for 
having by his books impressed both nations 
anew with the maritime possibilities of their 
future, and says that Clarke is right in assert- 
ing that the British people, who tolerate no 
European alliance, would welcome a naval 
league with the United States with enthusi- 
asm. The subject is given such prominence 
and treatment so vigorous that it would not 
be surprising if.-Washington hears from Lon- 
don about the matter before long. 


Balfour Makes a Bad Blunder. 


Arthur Balfour wrote on the 13th a letter 
which was printed at the beginning of the 
week, in which he referred to the American 
plan of allowing Cabinet Ministers to speak 
in either House of Congress. That this 
strictly academic statesman should have 
made such a blunderis not surprising. But 
it is worth noting, perhaps, that no English 
journal knew enough to correct him vnotil 
one of them was prompted to do so by an 
American today. ‘ 

Tolstoi and the Americans, 


Tolstoi interviews no longer find an excited 
market here, but the Standard contained one 
yesterday which seemed to have something 
new. Tolstoi is quoted as talking of the im- 
mense national self-love of the American peo- 
ple, and saying that some time since he wrote 
an article on America and Americans which 


| did not particularly overload the latter with 


flattery, and sent the manuscript across the 
ocean in the belief that it would be printed as 
eagerly as his other writings. But the trans- 
lator offered it to fourteen different news- 
papers in vain, and finally had to give it up. 
Tolstoi further said that he wus engaged now 
on a book about Paris and the Toulon fétes, 
which was growing longer than he had ex- 
pected, so that it would not be ready just yet 
for publication, which probably will be in 
France, 
Successor to Mr. Spurgeon. 


After.a prolonged and acrimonious wrangle 
Thomas Spurgeon is finally chosen to suc- 
ceed his father in the pulpit of the Tabernacle. 
There was a determined minority of 649 
against 2,027, and such excitement over the 
ballot that none was allowed inside the build- 
ing till he showed a card of membership to 
the police at the door. The minority pub- 
licly declare that the Tabernacle is ruined and 
will swiftly go to pieces; they give figures 
justifying the prediction, but as the officials of 
the majority assert otherwise and give quite 
contradictory figures to show that the Taber- 
nacle is better off than ever, it would be un- 
wise for a layman to pass judgment. 


Cardinal Vaughan Washes Feet. 


Cardinal Vaughan improved the opportuni- 
ty of Holy Thursday to introduce in London 
a ceremony which is more or less known on 
the continent, but was never seen in England 
before, at least since the Reformation—that 
of the public washing of feet. The rite was 
varied from continental usage in ‘that he 
washed not old men, but young boys robed in 
long white serge gowns. The Cardinal per- 
formed the function, attended by two priests, 
with ewers and towels, and two acolytes, with 
tall lighted candles. He gave each 
boy a new half dollar after 
his feet had been washed. Bishop Butt of 
Southwark had a similar ceremony across the 
Thames. - These performances, which Man- 
ning would never have permitted, are felt to 
be only the precursors of radical changes 
toward ornate, decorative ecclesiasticism 
which the English church will now undergo.

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JEALOUS OF AMERICA. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM FEARS FOR EU- 
' ROPEAN TRADE AND INDUSTRY, 


Unbounded Resources of the United States 
Held by Him to Be a Constant Menace, 
Especially When Considered in Connec- 
tion with the American Policy of Pro- 
tection, and He Will Seek to Ally All 
the Powers to Counteract Its Effects= 
Attempts to Overawe Anarchists.

Bertin, March 24.—Emperor William’s 
high-flying intentions do not stop at the suc- 
cess achieved by the Russo-German commer- 
cial treaty. He recoguizes that the unbounded 
resources of America constitute a standing 
menace to European trade and industry, and, 
although he has the greatest sympath# for 
America and Americans, the Emperor is also 
awuke to the danger of the repetition of such a 
blow as that inflicted by the McKinley policy. 
His idea is that Europe must be prepared to 
take a common stand against any commer- 
cial measure which directs itself not against 
any individual nation in Europe, but against 
all Europe. The well-known ambition of the 
Emperor to bring about friendly common re- 
lations between the European nations showed 
itself years ago by the calling of the Interna- 
tional Congress in the interest of the better 
protection of workmen. His many travels 
enabled him to look upon such matters with 
an eye which does not halt at the borders of 
Germany. The movement spoken of, though 
still ix embryo, may be expected when events 
necessitate it. This is now held to be the 
idea underlying Chancellor von Caprivi’s 
Dantzic speeches. 


Miquel’s Chances for Promotion. 

The so-called Miquel intrigue is still can- 
vassed in the Conservative press, where the 
doctor’s prospects and fitness for the Chan- 
cellorship are openly discussed. The intrigue 
is fomented by disappointed place hunters 
and from the fact Dr. Miquel has utterly 
failed to gain the support of the Center party, 
which has many grievances against him and 
which distrusts the effect which his promotion 
might have on Germany’s prestige abroad. 
There is no need to fear that Caprivi’s position 
is in the least shaken. 


Overawing the Restless Throng. . 

The frequency with which Emperor Will- 
iam has suddenly and unexpectedly called the 
garrison of Berlin under. arms has generally 
been regarded as evidence of mere caprice 
upon his part; but itis now becoming gener- 
ally accepted as being part of a well-defined 
scheme of the Emperor to overawe the So- 
cialists, Anarchists, and other dissatisfied ele- 
ments of the population. In this connection 
it is remembered that the Emperor suddenly 
turned out the garrison election day, then 
May day, and lastly the day following the 
Socialist celebration of the anniversary of the 
revolution of 1848. 

Eulenberg to Go to Vienna, 

Since the conclusion of the Russo-German 
commercial treaty Count zu Eulenberg has 
returned to his duties as Prussian Minister at 
Munich after a short sojourn here, which led 
to the report that he had been summoned to 
attend the Emperor on the latter's visit to 
Abbazia. It is now learned that the Count’s 
visit to this city was connected with his im- 
pendigg appointment tosucceed Prince Reuss 
as German Ambassador at Vienna, the most 
important postin the diplomutic service.of 
Germany. Dr. Thieliman, the negotiator of 
the Russo-German commercial treaty, will 
succeed Zu Eulenberg as Prussian Minister 
at Munich, 

Bennigsen Will Not Retire. 

The Cologne Gazette says it is authorized to 
state that Herr Bennigsen, leader of the 
National Liberals, does not intend to retire 
from active political work upon completing 
his 7Oth year. 

William Looking for Work. 

The representative suite which Emperor 
. William has taken with him to Abbazia seems 
to indicate that he anticipated important 
political matters might arise during his so- 
journ at the seaside. The suite includes the 
headquarters commandant, the military and 
naval secretaries, a high official of the foreign 
office, and a physician, Dr. Leuthold. Em- 
peror William is not expected to return from 
Abbazia until towards the end of April, when 
he will. reside at the new palace at Potsdam. 

Emperor Will Build a Canal. 

Emperor William has definitely decided to 
have a canal cut from the Havel, close to the 
new palace, to an arm of the same river flow- 
ing past the Villa Ingenheim, recently pur- 
chased for the Crown Prince. The grounds 
of the villa will be enlarged by the purchase 
of adjacent land, and a station will be estab- 
lished there for the Emperor’s yachts. 

Caprivi's Trip Postponed. 


Caprivi will postpone his visit to Carlsbad 
until Emperor William’s return from Ab- 
bazia. The Empress and the imperial! chil- 
dren, after leaving Abbazia. will proceed to 
the charming palace of  Wilhelmshoe, near 
Cassel, and from there the imperial family 
will proceed to the Island of Rugen, in the 
Baltic, in order to enjoy sea bathing. 

Emperors to Meet at Abbazia. 

Emperor Francis Joseph will arrive at 
Abbazia next week, and will accompany 
Emperor William upon several of the latter’s 
contemplated sea trips. Emperor William 
will meet Emperor Francis Joseph on board 
the yacht Christabel at Fiume. 

Heiress to Emin Pasha. 

The courts have authorized Feriba, Emin 
Pasha’s daughter by an Abyssinian woman, 
to assume the name of Emin asa family 
name, thus enabling her to inherit the large 
property left by Emin Pasha.

because the document was not properly at- 
tested. Jennie Wincox then petitioned the 
court to grant letters of administration to 
Frank Kinnare, the public administrator, and 
this was granted. 

Attorneys for the heirs in Philadelphia 
came before the court yesterday and asked 
the court to vacate the order refusing the will 
to probate. Authorities were, quoted showing 
that the Supreme Court had held that error 
in the attestation would .not invalidate the 
will. This was conceded and the order to va- 
cate entered. Before the court would con- 
sentto admit the willto probate, however, 
Judge Kohisaat demanded proof of the con- 
dition of mind of deceased atthe time the 
will was made. Testimony on this point will 
be heard tomorrow and briefs submitted by 
counsel, 

Matters are likely to be further compli- 
cated by the disappearance of the will from 
the files of the court. When the clerk was 
placing the papers in the case in the fireproof 
vault of the court yesterday the will was miss- 
ing. The loss of the document will be re- 
ported to the court tomorrow and a strict in- 
vestigation ordered. The regulations of the 
court provide that after a willis filed it can 
under no circumstances be removed from the 
custody of the court or clerks. This precau- 
tion is necessary so that no question of altera- 
tion or tampering with the document may be 
raised. 

Heary A. Chatroop, a wholesale shoe mer- 
chant of No. 203 Fifth avenue, anda book- 
keeper in his employ named Herman Brock- 
miller were the witnesses of the last will. The 
law, requires that a will must be signed by the 
testator and the witnesses in the presence of 
each other. It thisis not done the testator 
must acknowledge his signature in the pres- 
ence-of the witnesses. These regulations were 
ignored by the testator. 

**T didn’t know what the instrument was 
when I signed it and I didn’t see George Win- 
cox sign it,’ testified Henry Chatroop in 
court. ‘* George Wincox did not see me sign 
my name,’ continued the witness. ‘ There 
was a big desk between us at the time.”’ 

Herman Brockmiller said he lived at 806 
South Center avenue. When asked who asked 
him te sign the will, he said: **Mr. Chatrvop. 
I was in the office when he came in and asked 
me to sign the paper. George Wincox was 
not there that day. I believe he was out in the 
country. I never saw him sign bis name.” 

For fifteen years George Wincox was a 
chronic invalid, seldom leaving the house and 
unable to do anything toearn money. His wife 
managed al! his affairs, nursed him with ten- 
der solicitude, and is now broken in health as 
a result. The explanation given of his con- 
duct is that at-the time of making his will tes- 
tator believed that he would outlive Mrs. 
Wincox.

PNEUMATIC TUBE POSTAL SERVICE, 


Plans to Facilitate Wonderfully the Deliv- 
ery of Mail in Chicago. 


Postmaster Hesing has had plans prepared 
showing what it would cost to establisha 
pheumatic tube service in connection with the 
local postal service department. The pneu- 
matic service proposed would connect the 
twelve carrier stations of Chicago with the 
general office at Clark and Adams streets. 
The stations to be connected by pneumatic 
tubes are as follows: Madison Street, Cottage 
Grove, Hyde Park, Lake View, West Division, 
North Division, Northwest, South Division, 
Southwest, South Chicago, Stock Yards, and 
the Humboldt Park Stations. The distance 
to be covered’ by the tubes of 
proposed system is about 
three and one-tenth miles, 
cost, it is estimated, would be $986,151. 
This estimate includes machines, wages, 
everything else required. More than 179,000 
feet of steel tubing would be used, costing 
$375.000; and six 200-horse power boilers 
would be required to drive the carriers used 
in the tubes. Then there would be com- 

ressed air and vaccum pumps, small steam 

ilers, and the apparatus for setting up the 
machinery. The aluminum carriers would be 
fitted up with leather pockets for the reception 
of mail. Of these 2,500 would be required 
at the beginning, though the number would 
increase indefinitely as tne service proceeded. 
To guard against possible trouble occasioned 
by accidents additional pumps and additional 
boilers are provided for in the estimates. A 
branch power system would be established at 
the Hyde Park station, which will soon be lo- 
cated on Fifty-fifth street. Eleven branch 
lines would be built, being altogether some- 
thing like eight miles long. Machinery would 
be in use at the Hyde Park station, and im 
case the machinery at the general station 
should fail in any respett the serv- 
ice could be continued at Hyde Park. 
On the main line, going-and returning, 
1,900,000 letters couid be carried by the 
aluminum carriers every twenty-four hours. 
A statistical table prepared shows that with 
branch lines included a total—of 4,366.506 
letters could be transmitted through the tubes 
every day. This exceeds in an enormous de- 
gree the transmission of letters under the ex- 
isting system, Letters could be written in 
one part of Chicago and sent to another and 
an answer received within an hour. The 
wagon service would be abolished almost en- 
tirely, and paeuinatic tubes could be con- 
nected with railroad depots for the reception 
of maiis as they airived on trains.

The citizen of a foreign country who may be 
temporarily sojourning in Chicago no doubt will 
appreciate the following dialogue which oc- 
curred between two Americans in a hotel in this 
city: 

I thought you were abruad?’”’ 

“I was, but I returned a few weeks ago.” 

“How did you like the forcign cousins and 
their ways?” | 

“I liked them both. I found no trouble in my 
dealings with them. But I'll tell you what I 
didn’t like—the average American tourist. I sup- 
pose after an American has been to Europe more 
than once he learns how to get along without 
creating any trouble. But the American who 
goes there for the first time usually makes a nui- 
sance of himself. I visited one of 6ur Consuls at 
an important port and asked him how he liked 
the place. His answer will explain what I mean. 
He-said his greatest difficulty was in getting 
out of trouble or in kéeping 

getting into trouble. He 

every new American, as 
went abroad with the 

his country in his outside coat pocket and he 
waved it with an air of defiance. He always was 
looking for some one to jerk the feathers out of 
the tail of the eagle. An American at home was 
a great fellow to have his own way and he didn’t 
understand when he went abroad for the first 
time why he wasn’t entitled to the’ same consid- 
eration. The Consul said tome: ‘Icould hava 
an international squabble almost. any day if I 
listened to all the complaints of my countrymen. 
I remember an American who came to my office 
and demanded protection. I learned from him 
that he had had some words with an official about 
a trivial matter. He said he didn’t care any- 
thing about himself but he wanted the proper 
respect shown his wife. I asked him what ineult 
had been given lier, for then I was up for a fight 
myself. The man said no one had said anything 
to her, but he knew they would if he didn’t take 
steps to have a request made to have her re- 
spected at all times. I told him he had no case. 
Do you know what he did? When he got back to 
the States he wrote to my Congressman and 
made charges that I was a toady and refused to 
give Americans any attention.

It deals, 
of course, principally with naturalism in the 
novel, rather than with naturalism onthe . 
stage; but the French novelist makes certain 


‘ criticisms on contemporary French dremat- 


iste which are both stimulating and suggestive. 
Naturalisin, as M. Zola explains through many 
pages, is merely “a return to nature,” 
All forms of art incline to the artificial; they 
get “into the rut’’; and he protests so Ve- 
hemently against the formal, the conven- 
tional in tue novel and the drama, that he 
seems to be the apostle of a sort of literary 
anarchism. ‘*The theater,” he truly says, 
‘*is the last fortress of conventionality’’; but 
he ig far less successful in routing convention- 
ality from this retreat than from its strong- 
holds of fiction.

MARK TWAIN TELLS OF AN ARMY 
OFFICER'S SUCCESS. 


Big Brakeman Insults a Meek Looking 
Farmer and the Question of a Com- 
plaint to the Company Is Discussed= 
As the “Insult” Was Not Spoken the 
Cenductor Pays Little Heed to IteThen 
the Mejor Works His Scheme with the 
Desired Effect. 

Last spring I went out to Chicago to see the 
Fair, and although I did not see it my trip 
was not wholly lost—there were compensa- 
tions, writes Mark Twain in the Cosmopolitan. 
In New York I was introduced to a Major in 
the regular army who said he was going to the 
Fair, and we agreed to go together. I had to 
go to Boston first, but that did not interfere; 
he suid he would go along and put in the time. 
He was a handsome man and built like a 
gladiator. But his ways were gentle and his 
speech was soft and persuasive. He was com- 
panionable, but exceedingly reposeful. Yes, 
and wholly destitute of the sense of humor. 
He was full of interest ineverything that went 
on around him, but his serenity was inde- 
structible; nothing disturbed him, nothing ex- 
cited him, 

But before the day was done I found that 
deep down in him somewhere he had a pas- 
sion, quiet as he was—a passion for reforming 
petty public abuses. He stood for citizen- 
ship—it was his hobby. His idea was that 
every citizen of the republic ought to con- 
sider himself un unofficial policeman and 
keep unsalaried watch and ward over the 
laws and their execution. He thought that 
the only effective way of preserving and pro- 
tecting public rights was for each citizen to 
do his share in preventing or punishing such 
infringements of them as came under his per- 
sonal notice. 

It was a good scheme, but I thought it 
would keep a body in trouble all the: time; it 
seemed to me that one would be always try- 
ing to get offending little officials discharged, 
and perhaps getting laughed at forall re- 
ward, But he said no, I had the wrong idea;

Once 
when he was a member of Congress, before 
the days of railroads, one of his colleagues 
departed for his home in the Buckeye State. 
The day after he had left Allen was lamenting 
the fact that he had gone, as he wanted to 
consuit him about some matter that had come 
up unexpectedly. 

* That needn’t trouble you, Allen,” said a 
fellow-member. ‘* He hasn’t got across the 
Alleghanies yet. Just go out on the balcony 
and call him back.”

A MEDDLESOME JUDGE. 

The almost unanimous opinion of intelli- 
gent Chicagoans appears to be that Judge 
Chetlain was hasty and ill-advised when he 
ordered that tne execution of the murderer 
Prendergast be delayed so that a jury might 
be impaneled and it might decide whether 
the accused had become insane since the ver- 
dict against him was returned. Under the 
circumstances wiser Judges would have hesi- 
tated before assuming such a responsibility. 
The man had been tried, found guilty, and 
sentenced. The Supreme Court had exam- 
ined the record and decided that there was no 
cause for interference. The Federal Judges 
had said that the application made to them 
for relief could not be entertained, for the 
points raised by it had all been passed on by 
theSupreme Court of the State. The Gov- 
ernor, having confidence in -the ju- 
diciary, had refused to grant a re- 
prieve. It was a bold act on the 
part of a fresh young Judge not merely to 
grant a two weeks’ reprieve which the Exécu- 
tive had refused but the new trial which the 
Supreme Court had refused. We do not be- 
lieve there was even reasonable ground for 
the suspicion that Prendergast’s mental con- 
dition had changed since he was sentenced, 
and we do not believe that Chetlain thought 
there was any such ground. 

It may be said that the statute relative to 
criminals who become insane between the 
day of judgment and that of execution was 
obligatory on Judge Chetlain, and that in 
view df the evidence submitted to him he 
could not have done otherwise than grant a 
trial, provided he realiy believed there had 
been a change in Prendergast’s condition. 
He could had he chosen. He could have told 
the lawyers who came to him to go to Judge 
Brentano. ‘He could’ have told them that 
Judge Brentano was the “ court *’ who tried and 
sentenced Prendergast, and that he was the 
only person sitting on the Cook County bench 
to whom their application could be made with 
propriety. 

it is singular that instead of doing that 
this very recent Judge proceeded with what 
looks to many like unbecoming haste to as- 
sume jurisdiction. It should have occurred 
to him that since the question was whether 
Prendergast was insane now. the Judge who 
presided at atrial where the claim that he 
was insane was decided inthe negative was 
the proper person to preside over an inquest 
of lunacy, were one to be held. Brentano 
could best say whether Prendergast had 
‘“‘changed.” Judge Brentano sat in the same 
room with Prendergast for weeks. He was 
able to form a good idea of his 
mental condition then. He heard ail 
the testimony given on both _ sides, 
He was thoroughly familiar with the case. If 
this application had been made to Judge 
Brentano ahd two doctors had said to him, as 
they did to Judge Chetlain, that they thought 
the man insane he would have sext for Pren- 
dergast and would have madeup his mind 
from an inspec:ion of him whether his mental 
state had changed since hetried him. If it 
had not he would not have granted the new 
trial which was asked for. 

It 18 étrange that Judge Chetlain was not 
put on his guard by the fact that the lawyers 
came to him instead of going to Brentano. 
He should have asked himself why it was they 
went to him, a young and inexperienced 
Judge, whose pinfeathers had scarcely grown 
(who knew nothing of the case), and asked him 
to reverse the Supreme Court and overrule 
the Governor. A moment’s reflection should 
have told him that the only thing for him to 
do was to send them where they ought to have 
gone in the first place. 

Judge Chetiain has taken the Prendergast 
ase out of the hands of Judge Brentano, the 
Supreme Court, the United States Court, and 
the Governor,-and is going to determine with 
the aid of another jury whether the criminal 
shall be hanged or senttoanasylum. He 
has, with a * freshness’ quite unexampled 
in the annals of the judiciary in this State, 
taken it on himseif to reopen a case once for- 
mally closed, and there is no telling what the 
outcome will be. The universal belief is that 
Prendergast is no madder than he was when 
the first jury found that he was not insane. 
There has béen no new reason developed 
for reopening his “case. His ‘health is 
better now than it was then. He 
hastived a More regular life and has been 
better fed and cared for than before. If a 
jury. after listening to the palaver of “ ex- 
perts,”’ decides that Prendergast is ihsane and 
should not be hanged the community will ar- 
rive speedily at a verdict regarding Judge 
Chetlain which will not be a pleasant one. 


His course is regarded by the communi- 
ty, we believe; with angry impatience. Nothing 
would have been easier for him than to keep 
out of it. If he suffersin public opinion on 
account of this meddling with another Judge’s 
affairs—with affairs that did not concern him 
in the least—he has only himself to blame. 


THE ANTI-OP2ION BILL. | 

The Hatch anti-option bill has been doc- 
tored in committee up to the point which it is 
supposed will command a majority vote for 
itin the House. As amended it provides for 
an initial tax of one cent on each 1,000 
bushels of grain and each 10,000 pounds of 
cotton, pork. lard, bacon, hops, and salted or 
pickled meats dealtin for future delivery. 
Every cancellation, clearance, acquittance, 
contango, backwardation privilege, waiver, 
or other agreement by which the operations of 
futures are terminated otherwise than 
by actual sale and delivery, or such 
termination is delayed or obviated, is 
to have affixed to it internal revenue stamps 
amounting to three cents on each bushel of 
wheat, two cents per bushel of other grain, 
and one cent per pound on each of the other 
articles specified. In deference to the wishes 
of certain Southern members, some of whose 
constituents would appear to deal in cotton 
without having a fixed place in which to 
transact their business, the bill was amended 
to provide that a person engaged in the busi- 
ness may move from any State to another on 
notice to the collector of his district. This 
obviates the necessity of giving a penalty 
bond for each place in which the said trading 
may be carried on.

ditional to the reduction to the farmer, who in 
effect would have to pay the whole of the 
stamp tax. 

Mr, Apsley of Massachusetts, one of thetwo 
members of the committee who voted against 
the bill. takes a broad view of the question. 
He says the bill is unconstitutional and would 
not accomplish the object which is clafmed 
for it. On the contrary, it would tend to de- 
preciate the prices received by the farmer for 
his products rather than to enhance them. 
He says if the bill became a law it would 
compel the farmers to sell their produce at a 
certain time and put it into the hands of ma- 
nipulators, who would fix the price merely at 
their own pleasure at the time when it would 
be necessary for the producers to sell. As a 
member of a farmers’ grange and largely 
identified with the agricultural interest of his 
district Mr. Apsley is-as well able to judge in 
the matter as *‘ Farmer Hatch’’ can be, and 
it would be well’ to heed what he has to say 


concerning it. 
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CHANGE THOSE ELECTION OFFICERS. 

Under the provisions of the city election 
law the judges of election ‘shall be house- 
holders’ and *‘ must be men of good repute 
and character,” and the clerks of election 
‘shall possess the same qualifications as the 
judges except that ‘they need pot be house- 
holders.”’ Itis hardly necessary to call the 
attention of the Election Commissioners to 
this provision of the law, as they are doubt- 
less familiar with it. And yet it is beyond 
dispute that many of the judges and clerks of 
election are not men of good character or re- 
pute. On the contrary, they are men of bad 
character and evil repute, and many of the 
ju lges are not householders, as required by the 
statute. It may be that the facts in reference 
to those judges and clerks have not been 
officially brought to the attention of 
the Election Commissioners. It is cer- 
tain, however. that some of ~ them 
have been presented to them through the 
medium of the public press, It is moreover 
the duty of the Commissioners to investigate 
and to inquire into the antecedents and char- 
acter of the judges and clerks. There are sev- 
eral clerks employed in the Election Com- 
missioners’ office all the year round. Except 
during the month before election those clerks 
have little or nothing todo. Why are they 
not sent out into the wards to investigate and 
report as to the character of the judges? Per- 
haps this plan has ngver oecurred to the Elec- 
tion Board: Pending an experiment with it 
the Commissioners are in duty bound to 
notice officially the published statements re- 
flecting on some of their appointees. 

Tue Trrpuns has been making an inde- 
pendent investigation into the list of Demo- 
cratic judges andclerks in the Sixth Ward. 
Here are the facts in reference to them: 

First Precinct—John Conway, a judge. is a sa- 
loonkeeper. He is not a householder, and is 
therefore disqualified. His ** place” is aresort for 
touchs. : 

Seeond Precinct—James Ryan, alias *‘ Bolivar,’ 
was once held to the Criminal Court for ballot: 
box stuffing in the old Sixth Ward. 

Third-Pree:nct—-Thomas Rooney, judge, lives 
with his parents and is not a householder. 

Fifth Precinct—’on O'Connell, judge, used to 
tend bar for “Billy "' O’Brien, the ward boss. 
He is not a householder. 

Sixth Precinct —Michael Kane, judge, was ar- 
rested in January by Central Station officers on a 
charge of picking pockets. Was not prosecuted 
on account of Aidermanic influence. 

Seventh Precinct--" Steve’ Conway, judge. A 
year ago Conway was shot by Officer Maloney of 
Twenty-second Street Station at La Salle and 
Twenty-soventh streets while breaking into a 
house. He, was held tothe Criminal Court in 
$3,000 bontls. The case was settled through Al- 
dermnanic iafluence. 

Eighth Precinet-Pat Kelleher, judge. He 
held’ up a saloonkeeper, Thomas Coughlin, on 
Ashland avenue at the point of a revolver some 
time ago. He-was arrested and was he!d to the 
Criminal Court. There were two other cases 
against him there aiso. These were “ fixed” 
through Aldermanic influence. 

Ninth Precinct—Thomas O'Keefe, a judge, was 
arrested for aileged arson, the setting fire to the 
barns of the Chicago City railway company. He 
was afterwards arrested for trying to dispose of 
horses stolen from that fire. 

Twalfth Precinct — Patrick Lynch, alias 
‘“*Breaky,”’ judge.” He was arrested and fined 
$100 about a month ago at Thirty-fifth street for 
assault. Heisnotahouseholder. | 

Not one of these men is eligible under the 
law or should have been appointed in the first 


instance, and every man of them ought to be 


‘cemoved now. There is no ward in the city 


where it is more essential that the election of- 
ficers should be capable, honest. and reputa- 
ble men than the Sixth. The Election Board 
has official knowledge that the returns there 
have beer frequently tampered with: by 
crooked jand criminal judges. The experience 
of the past should have led to preventive 
measures for the future, but it has not. 

| It is not yet too late to act, however. The 
Election Commissioners as honorable men 
themseives cannot continue housebreakers, 
thieves, criminals, and bad characters as 
judges or clerks of election in the Sixth Ward 
or anywhere else, There should be a whole. 
sale revision. Honest men should be substi- 
tuted for those named above and men en- 
gaged in reputable business should be substi- 
tyted for the following groggerykeepers in 
the same ward: 

Fourteenth Precinct—M. Murphy, judge. 

Sixteenth Precinct—Frank Bempka, judge. 

Twent ieth Precinct—Pat Lane, judge. 

Twenty-second Praecinct—M. Carberry, judge. 
Same precinct—M, J. Cassidy, clerk. 

Twenty-third Precinet—Pat Ryan, judge, bar- 
tender for “Dutchy” O'Keefe, who has done 
time for ballot-box stuffing. 

Messrs. Weber, Hutchings, and Keenan. as 
men of good repute themselves, cannot af- 
ford toappear as sanctioninga violation of 
the law which they are sworn to obey, nor can 
they afford to intrust the counting of ballots 
and thefnaking of the new registry next Oc- 
tober to a set of groggerykeepers, thugs, and 
rascals, Let the change be made at once.

REFORM THE CRIMINAL LAW. 

Mr. Justice Brewer said in his address at 
the Union League club banquet last month: 

No administration of justice can be due that is 
not prompt. It is with the utmost difficulty that 
punishment is secured of a criminal who has 
means to carry on his defense, and when secured 
it 13 only at the end of along and expensive liti- 
gation. Every lynching is buta protest of the 
community against the incapacity of the courts 
to punish criminals, No longer let the 
precious hours and days of the courts be con- 
sumed in hunting through the streets of the city 
for twelve men tooignorant or too little inter- 
ested im public events to have read in the papers 
the story of each day’s doings. 


The Coughlin trial, which had been going 
on for some months when the Judge made his 
address, is an admirable illustration of the 
defects in the administration of the criminal 
law pointed out by him, as well as of other 
defects he did not'specify. The trial lasted 
four months. Part of that time was used up 
by the, defense in the attempt—a successful 
one-——to get jurors whese minds were a blank. 
The lawyers for the defense would say that the 
time was spent in getting “ unprejudiced ”’ 
jurors. It was really spent in getting igno- 
ramuses. 

‘The? responsibility for using up time for 
that purpose in this and other cases rests not 
on the trial Judges, but the Supreme Court. 
It has laid down rules which bar out eompe- 
tent jurors and if the trial Judges happen to 
disregard them the verdict, if against the 
criminal, is set aside. It is hard to tell ex- 
actly why the Supreme Court should have 
pursued the course it has. The criminal law 


atan earlier day was cruel in the extreme. 
That cruelty was tempered to some extent by) 
technicalities. Times have changed. It is’ 


now more difficult to convict than to acquit. 
Formeriy it was the other way. Rules and 


technicalities which once pratected those who

were infocent protect now only those who 
are guilty. The Supreme Court seems to 
think everything is as it was two centuries 
ago. & 

Time was squandered in the intolerably 
protracted examination of witnesses. The re- 
sponsibility for that must be borne by the 
trial Judge, It was in his power to stop it, 
whether practiced by the prosecution or the 
defense. It may not make a Judge popular 
with the lawyers whom he shuts up, but the 
Judge who squelches verbosity shows he 
understands his business and does -not hurt 
himself with the people. Itisa relief to go 
from a State court, where a lawyer can with- 
out rebuke thrash straw’ for ours, into a 
United States court and hear a Judge telling a 
lawyer that it 1s unnecessary to pursue that 
inquiry further, or that certain matters are 
irrelevant and may be dropped. The counsel 
in the Pollard-Breckinridge case are leading 
lawyers. Every now and then, however, the 
Judge suggests to one of them thaé he is 
wandering far afieid, Straightway he returns 
to his text. 

Why Judges do not curb this lawless license 
of examination, why they tolerate the unrea- 
sonably long arguments of counsel, and why 
they permit lawyers to badger and insult wit- 
nesses is a dif@cult question to answer. It 
may be that they have so little power that 
they are afraid toexercise that which is left to 
them. The Legislature has deprived them of 
most of the powers they used to have. There 
is not much for them to do except to preside 
at a trial and keep order. Often they fail to 
do that, as was shown at the close of the 
Coughlin trial. An English Judge, or the 
Judge of a United States court, has and exer- 
cises thé powers which belong to a Judge. 
The Legisiature has managed to pul®downa 
and degrade the judicial department. There 
will be uno thorough reform in the admiais- 
tration of the criminal law until it has re- 
pealed unwise laws and made the Judge in 
name a Judge in fact. 

The reform in criminal practice requires 
action therefore on the part of the Legisla- 
ture, the Supreme Court, and the trial Judges. 
But as they are all elected by the people the 
reform is one which can come whenever the 
people demand it, and it is not likely to come 
any sooner. Strong and powerful interests 
resist any change. The criminal lawyers 
profit by the present state of affairs. Lawyers 
asa class are Conservative, opposed to changes, 
even when they will admit that theoretically 
they would be an evident improvement. 
Judges do not like to incur the hostility of 
lawyers, for they think it will hurt them when 
they are seeking renomination and reélection. 

In the course of time, however, the expen- 
siveness of these protracted trials, the defeat 
of justice and the triumph of crime which 
mark their close, will have their effect on the 
people. They will demand law reforms and 
they will get them. The people of Illinois 
endured for a long time the oppression of 
railroads. Neither Legislatures nor courts 
seemed inclined to grant them relief, but the 
people being determined got what they 
wanted. They bent Legislatures and courts 
to their will. If they make up their minds 
to reform the criminal law they will have 
their way about it in spite of the opposition 
of the criminal lawyers. The indications are 
that they are getting weary now of an admin- 
istration of that law which lets murderers go 
free, and which punishes only after long de- 


| lays, if at all, any man who can raise the 
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money to hire a lawyer. 


COXEY’S MARCH TO WASHINGTON. 

At noon today Commander Coxey and 
Lieut. Browne are expected to head their com- 
monweal army and start on their march to 
Washington, If Commander Coxey is to be 
believed recruits for hia army have been 
tumbling over each other into Massiilon in 
their eagerness to join the army, and several 
thousand will tramp out of that locality be- 
hind the Woman on the white horse and the 
red band wagon. The official statement of 
the strength of the army Saturday, however, 
does not confirm Commander Coxey’s 
highly imaginary estimates. When the 
roll was called at reveille and the troops 
were lined up there were seven in all—three 
officers, Jacob Sechler Coxey, Command- 
er-in-Chief and constructive statesman; Carl 
Browne, twin soul and Marshal, and Bill 
ller, Commissary Marshal and patriot; one 
private, Oklahoma Sam, cowboy; three mu- 
sicians, Thayer, band leader; Prof. C. B. 
Freeman, loudest singer in the world, and 
Richard Howard, second loudest singer in the 
world; and one driver, Abe Lincoln, pugilist 
and mule-whacker. There were rumors also 
that Jaxon of Chicago was there, which is not 
unlikely, as whatever may be going on Chi- 
cago generally is **init.”’ It is a matter of 
considerable discouragement to Gen. Coxey 
that Henry Josephus Talkey, prince of 
the tramps, was nabbed at Indianapolis with 
several of his followers who had been helping 
themselvés to other people’s property, and 
landed.in the calaboose. Several recruits in 
other places have been arrested for vagrancy 
and trespassing and lodged in jails and work- 
houses. The Los Angeles. division seems to 
be badly scattered in the wilds of Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Texas, and cannot possibly 
arrive in Massillon today. From all appear- 
ances, therefore, the army which will leave 
Massillon today will be comprised mainly of 
Coxey, Browne, the white horse woman, the 
cowboy, the mule whacker, and Prof. Thayer’s 
band of the two loudest men in the world, 

The views which Gen, Coxey proposes to 
impress upon Congress, provided he gets to 
Washington, are quite as uniyue as his army. 
It is given out that he will not be allowed to 
mount the marble steps of the Capitol, but 
this will be a matter of little consequence, 
seeing that he has the two loudest men in the 

world with him. It will not be necessary for 
him to get nearer che Capitol than the White 
House. From that point of vantage his 
duet can easily shout. his message the 
whole length of Pennsylvania avenue 
and notify Congress in sonorous strains that 
he wante it to passa bill providing for the 
issue of $500.000,000 in legal-tender ndtes, 
to be expended by the proper official at the 
rate of $20,000,000 a month in the construc- 
tion of public roads, the laborers thus em- 
ployed to be paid $1.50 a day for eight hours’ 
work. Even the cuckoos will hear the mes- 
sage. It is so simple a proposition that all 
can understand it. It is A BC as compared 
with the seigniorage proposition and two and 
two make four as compared with the Wilson 
bill in either House. Coxey’s faith is bland and 
childlike. As soon as he presents his * peti- 
tion with boots on ”’ he says it will be granted 
and “by June 1 there will be work at good 
wages for every one.” That, however, is the 
fatai defect in his proposition. Coxey does 
not want work. nor does Carl Browne, or the 
Oklahoma cowboy, or the mule whacker, or 
Prof. Thayer’s band. There will not be a 
bummer or tramp among Coxey's tatterde. 
malions who wants work, or who would not 
regard with consternation the proposition to 
walk to Washington to get it, The recruits 
who are likely to rally round Coxey’s white 
banner have never worked harder than hold. 
ing up a grocery wagon, robbing a hen-roost, 
or scaring housewives at back daors, 

It is not likely, however, that Coxey’s army 
ever will get to Washington, even if it shall 
leave Massillon this Easter Sunday, It is 
more likely it will go to pieces as it progresses 
towards Pittsburg, and that its disjecta mem- 
bra will be found in jails and workhouses 
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doing some real work for the first 
time in their lives perhaps. It is altogether 
probable that the bespangled and bebadged 
leaders will find themselves stranded on the 
Pennsylvania frontier, ahd that before a week 
has passed the whole country will be laughing 
at one of the most ridiculous fakes of the 
century and the most absurd undertaking that 
has yet been evolved from that stupendous 
hum bug—Democratic tariff reform. 


HOW WOULD HE GET HIS KONEY BACK? 

Seventeen” delegates were elected to the 
Democratic Aldermanic convention for the 
Twenty-third Ward. One man secured eight, 
another six, and another three. Lyons, who 
had the smallest number, appears to have had 
the most cash. According to the statement 
of the candidate who had six delegates Lyons 
offered him a thousand dollars for his sup- 
porters, each of them to get a hundred dol- 
lars and the remaining four hundred dollars 
to be spent in the ward for Lyons’ benefit. 
It is not claimed that any money has been 
paid yet, but the six delegates united with the 
three in signing a certificate that Lyons was 
the duly nominated candidate for Alderman. 
The eight delegates, who were the property of 
a saloonkeeping candidate, have certified that 
their man was nominated. The Election 
Board has to decide which name shall go on 
tue ticket, 

That a thousand dollars was offered for the 
votes of the batch of six delegates has not 
been:denied yet. Assuming it to be true the 
question is why was the man who offered it so 
eager to get into the Council? It may be that 
if elected he meant to repudiate his debt, 
which he could do with safety, for it would 
not be collectible. But if he made the 
promise intending to keep it. he must have 
been unusually anxious to become Alderman. 
A member of the Council gets only three 
dollars for every meeting he attends. He 
cannot expect tu receive more than about 
$150 a year or $300 for his two-year term. 
It appears, therefore; that Lyons values the 
honor of being au Alderman at about $700 
at least and is willing to pay that much to get 
it—to have a handle to his name, to have peo- 
ple running after him at all hours of the day 
and night todo them favors, to have passes 
on the street railroads and free tickets to the 
theaters, and to have a gold star with a dia- 
mond in it, the gift of his admiring constitu- 
ents. 

These may have been the motives which 
induced Lyons to go into the delegate-buying 
business. Such are not the motives, how- 
ever, of other Aldermanic aspirants who are 
paying out in order to get seats in the Coun- 
cil, or to keep those they have there, ten times 
the amount of money they can possibly re- 
ceive from the city for their services. They 
are not trying to break into the Council far 
the sake of honor, but for booty. They ex- 
pect to get back every cent they spend anda 
great deal more, 

They expect to levy small taxes on persons 
for whom they get offices and individuals who 
want little favors, and they intend to levy big 
taxes on the corporations. A gas ora railroad 
franchise may alone repay all they have ex- 
pended. They are willing to spend all they 
have to get into the Council, for they intend to 
be rich when they leave it. 

When the voters see a man who is asking 
them to elect him to an office which pays 
about $3 a week, and the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of which must interfere 
with his business if he has any, spending 
money lavishly in the effort to get a nomina- 
tion or to secure an election, they should be. 
ware of him. He meansto get back by fair 
means or foul the cash which he is paying 
out. He means to get it back at the expense 
of the people, If they are wise they will vote 
against him, There are such candidates in 
many wards. If the voters will clean them 
out there will be fewer corrupt ordinances 
passed and those who want franchises will 
have to pay the city and not the Aldermen for 
them. 
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THE MODERN CIRCE. 

Col. Breckinridge’s lawyer has told the 
eourt the substance of what his client will 
swear to when he takes the stand in his own 
behaif. If the story thus briefly outlined is 
true itis a very sad one, full of warning for 
men—especially against allowing strange 
women to pick up an acquaintance with one 
on the cars or to take one out driving ina 
closed carriage. 

Col. Breckinridge is going to swear that ten 
years ago, when he was 47 years old, he fell 
under the observation of the Kentucky Circe 
named Pollard. He was a man of the world. 
He was not unfamiliar with the ways, good 
and bad, of men and women. He had been a 
soldier and a statesman. While not a deacon 
or an elder he took a deep interest in relig- 
ious matters. He was a welcome and 
unctuous speaker at religious assemblies. He 
had read the Bible and must have read what 
Solomon has to say about the strange woman 
and her wiles. Yet he fell an immediate 
victim to the allurements of a_ saddler’s 
daughter. All his experience availed him 
nothing. Forgetting his religious principles 
and the fidelity he had vowed to his wife, he 
became is wax in the fire. The citadel of his 
virtue was captured at the first assault. 

Had this been all that happened it would 
not have been so bad. No man is wise at all 
times. A new and unexpected temptation— 
and it may be that Col. Breckinridge had 
never fallen from grace before--—may get the 
better of ‘almost any one. Buta man who 
has been led astray once by arts to which he 
had previously been a stranger ought not to 
yield to the same arts again. His virtue 
should be strengthened by his sad experience, 
Such was not the case with Col» Breckin- 
ridge, huwever. He seemed to learn nothing 
by experience. He was tempted, fell, repent- 
ed, was tempted again, and fell again during 
an entire decade. 

The woman was not beautiful. She was not 
specially attractive. He was familiar with 
her past record. He never could have been 
sure that she was true to him, except so far as 
self-interest made it expedient for her to be 
so. Yet for ten long years this siren. of the 
blue grass: region kept on seducing poor 
Col. Breckinridge. He tried to break 
away from her. He went to religious gather- 
ings to inspire others and to be inspired and 
strengthened himself. It was all in vain. 

It is not customary for a gentleman to take 
his mistress to the house of a lady of irre- 
proachable character, but Col. Breckinridge 
took Miss Pollard to Mrs. B:ackburn’s house 
with as Jittie hesitation as to that of the co!l- 
ored woman at Lexington. He was under the 
spellof the enchantress on both occasions. 
His wife being dead, Col. Breckinridge fell in 
love with his present wife, One would have 
imagined that this new attachment would 
have been some protection against the guile 
of Miss Pollard. Not the least. Even after 
the secret marriage in April of last year Circe 
tempted him and he fell. There is no telling 
what would happen tomorrow if Miss Pollard 
were to drop this suit for damages and play 


the part of the tempter once more. 


If Col. Breckinridge’s story is true what 
must he have suffered during the last ten 
years! When he seemed most virtuous and 
most happy, when he was lecturing in a 
church, or expounding the beauties of free 
trade, or showing up the iniquity of the Re- 
publicans, or glorifying the good qualities of 


the Kentucky gentieman,. the worm of re. 


worse must have been gnawing at his heart. 
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dewed his pillow in the intervals between 
temptations which always overcame hit ! 
How many good resolutions he must have 
made and broken! 

What Col. Breckinridge needed and pos- 
sibly needs still 1s protection—protection from 


the Circes of Kentucky and the rest of the 


United States. It would have been better 


had he not had so much confidence in his - 


own ability to remain virtuous.. He should 
have appealed to the courts for redress when 
Miss Poilard first deprived him of his honor. 
Had he sued her for damages then and re- 
covered a verdict it might have put an end 
to her nefarious practices. 

The Hon. Elijah Morse of Massachusetts, 
sometimes called ** Sunset,” has introduced 
a bill in the House to enable a person who has 
been seduced in the District of Columbia to 
sue for damages therefor, which cannot be 
done now. If Col., Breckinridge is to remain 


i in Congress this bill should be modified so as 


to provide that ruined men as well as betrayed 
women may sue. In that case if any other 
gay seducer gets after the Colonel, trifles 
with his young affections, and makes an out- 
cast of him after the Poilard fashion then he 
can sue and get big damages. It is the opin- 
ion of Tae Trisune, however, that the voters 
of the Ashland district will not send Col. 
Breckinridge back to Washington in spite of 
his pathetic story. If they do let us hear no 
more about “ the high-toned, chivalric Ken- 
tucky gentlemen.” 


Ir is gratifying to note that the good citizens 
of the Second Ward are rallying to the sup- 
port of Mr. Addison Ballard, the petition can- 
didate for Alderman, with considerable 
enthusiasm. This Second Ward contest will 
be the best test in this spring’s election of the 
publie spirit of Chicago’s well-to-do citizens. 
Mr. Ballard isa man of conspicuous ability 
and acknowledged integrity. He has served 
the city and county in various capacities with 
credit. He does not seek the position of 
Alderman from motives of personal gain. He 
isa gentleman of independent means, has 
ample leisure to devote to the city’s interests, 
and would be a watchful guardian of them. 
He has served in the Council befose and his 
experience would be of valueto him, He 
is not a partisan in the  politician’s 
sense, He is a hard worker. In 
short, he is the best man that the 
Second-Warders could seleet for Alderman. 
Of his two competitors it is only necessary 
to say that they are both conspicuously unfit 
for the position which they seek. One of 
them is now a member of the Council. There 
is nota single redeeming feature in his rec- 
ord, But he will have the support of the 
toughs, the rounders, the groggerykeepers, 
the gamblers, and the lawless characters of 
the ward. They will unite in his favor. It 
remains to be seen whether they are more 
numerous and earnest than the honest and the 
respectable men. The test will be between 
Ballard and Horan, There is no mistakmg 
that. It will bea contest between the honest 
menand their candidate and the gang and 
their candidate, If the honest men all turn 
out and devote a little of their time to the 
work of the campaign Mr. Ballard ought to 
be triumphantly elected and the honor of the 
Second Ward can thus be redeemed. 
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Ir is greatly to the credit of the Republican 
local otganization that the leading Demo- 
cratic newspapers of the city and the inde. 
pendent political organizations in most in- 
stances are supporting the Republican candi- 
dates for Aldermen and town officers. Thus 
the following Aldermanic candidates of the 
Republicans have the support of the Herald 
and the Record and of the Civic Federation: 
Pearce in the First, Marrennerin the Third, 
Hepburn in the Fourth, Fuchs in the Fifth, 
Stainer in the Eighth, Kralovec in the Ninth, 
Watson and Kuhler in the Eleventh and 
Twelfth, Lammers and Schermann in the Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth, Noble and Mann in the 
Thirty-first and Thirty-second, and several 
others. Those Democratic papers and inde- 
pendent political organizations are also sup- 
porting the North and South Town Repub- 
lican tickets, and the Republican town tickets 
in Lake View and Hyde Park. There are some 
exceptions, of course, as in the case of the Re- 
publican Aldermanic candidates in the Sec- 
ond, Nineteenth, Twenty-third, and Twenty- 
fourth Wards, but the Republican newspapers 
refuse to support those candidates nominated 
by the political tricksters of the party. Itisa 
fact worthy of notice also that only in two or 
three wards is it claimed by the most partisan 
organ that the Democratic Aldermanic nom- 
inees are equal or superior to the Republican 
nominees. 


SURELY the citizens and taxpayers of the 
South Town of Chicago will not permit their 
property to be assessed by “ Billy ’’ ©’Brien’s 
candidate for Assessor, the noturious Henry 
Watson Stuckart.

More to Say than Any Other Mane=The 
Lines Are Sharply Drawn, and Bar Out 
secretaries of Embassies or Legations= 
The Strictness Has Often Caused Em- 
barrassing ComplicationseChinese Min- 
ister Has to Do Without Conversation. 


New York. 7ribune: At the dinner to the 
Diplomatic Corps the President is shorn of 
ail preference or prejudice, and has no more 
tosay than any “other man.” As regards 

sfrom the diplomatic circle the line ia 
sharply drawn, None but Ambaszadors, 
Ministers, or Chargé d’Affaires who are 
scting Ministers are asked to a din. 
in honor of the corps. On this 

nt etiquette is as fixed and immutgble as 
the laws of Medes and Persians. Neither the 
President nor the Secretary of State, though 
the latte® has the power of Premier in far 
ater things—even to the enthroning of 
monarchs—can command or fequest any de- 
yiation from this law of etiquette, which is 
sinctly observed throughout the whole diplo- 


matic service. 

Of course the sharply drawn line bars out 
gli secretaries of embassies and legations. 
No secretary, as secretary, is ever asked to 
the diplomatic dinner. If, in the absence of 
an Ambassador or Minister, the secretary is 
jeftin charge of the embassy or legation he 
eannot represent either one or the other 

at the dinner. To do this he must be 
the accredited Chargé d’Affaires and Acting 
Minister; in other words, be Minister ad in- 
terim. This gives him the same recognition 
én ail official occasions and the place.at the 
dinner to which the Ministar himself is en- 
‘titied. The temporary or brief absence of a 
Minister does not call for the appointment of 
a Chargé d’Affaires. It is oniy when the 
Minister is out of the country for a stated or 
indefinite period that a Secretary is made 
Chargé d’Affaires, and for the time is the of- 
ficial representative of his government. 

Seldom or never has the diplomatic corps 
heen so fully represented at a dinner as at the 
dinner given this season. Every government 
having an accredited representative at Wash- 
yngton was represented at the dinner except 
four—Portugal, Hayti, Hawaii, and Siam. 
Siam has had from the first a Chargé d’ Affaires, 
whoon this occasion was ab-ent. The Minister 
of Portugai met with an accident a few hours 
before the dinner and was unable to be 

nt. The Minister of Hayti has his lega- 
tion in New York and this gave him opportu- 
nitytosend regrets if he had sno mind to 
come tothe dinner. The Minister of Hawaii, 
though on his return from a flying visit to 
Hawaii, did not reach Washington until! two 
or three days after the dinner. 
of the administration toward the Hawaiian 
Government gave rise’ to much °* criti- 
cism on the absence of the Secretary 
ef that Legation from the dinner. It 
was said’ that Mr. Hastings head not 
been asked to the dinner, though the Secretary 
of the Korean Legation and the Secretary of 
the Colombian Legation were asked and rep- 
resented their governments at the dinner. 
But, as a matter of fact, the Minister of Korea, 
who presented his credentials in January, 
1888. remained in this country less than a 
year, when he went home, and the First Sec- 
retary was appointed Chargé d’Affaires. The 
Minister of Colombia is on ifidefinite leave of 
absence, and that government is represented 

a Chargé d’Affaires. Atno time has the 

waiian Government been represented by a 
Chargé d’ Affaires in the absence of the Minis- 
ter. The Legation was simply left in the care 
of the Secretary. His presence at the dinner 
was nota matter to be determined by the 
President. Had Mr. Hastings been Chargé 
@’ Affaires he must have been included in the 
dinner company. As he was only Secretary 
ofthe Legation he could not be. 

‘The strictness with which this law of eti- 
quette is enforced has caused embarrassments 
which Presidents on more than one occasion 
have stretched a point to remove. It was in 
President Arthur's administration that great 
efforts were made to ameliorate the solitary 
condition of the Minister of China at the din- 
ner tc the Diplomatic Corps. His Celestial Ex- 
cellency could speak no language but Chinese, 
and no other guest could speak Chinese. 
The President’s desire was the general en- 
joyment of .the company, and the diplomacy 

‘of the State Department was brought to bear 
onthe Minister of China. Etiquette would 
not permit one of the Minister’s secretaries, 
who spoke English fluently, to occupy a seat 
atthe tabie. The situation was explained to 
the Minister along with the President’s desire 
to make him happy, and the suggestion was 
made that the Secretary should stand behind 
the Minister’s chair to act as interpreter. 
Though the suggestion was made in the most 
delicate manner possible it came near mak- 
ing’serious trouble, as both the Minister and 
the Secretary regarded the place as that of a 
menial. The suggestion was not entertained 
for a.moment, but was resented by the Minis- 
ter and his whole Legation. He had a solitary 
time of it at the dinner, just as his successors 
in turn have had. Noattempt has been made 
from that day to this to give the Minister of 
China a chance to talk at the diplomatic din-

FIRMNESS OONTINUES THE FEATURE 
ON INSIDE PROPERTY. 


Evidences That No Sacrifice Bargains May 
Be Expected in the Business District= 
Landlords Insist on Maintaining Rent- 
als on Residence Property and Tenants 
Are Slow in Making Leases=Big¢ Short 
Ter ase emVendome Club Hotel 
SoldeAmong Architects and Builders. 

Firmness continued to be the feature dur- 

ing last week in the Chicago inside real estate 
market. There appears to be sufficient reason 
to believe that no sacrifice bargains may be 
expected in the business district, and that 
property will be held at stiff rates throughout 
the period of dull times. An evidence that 
inside real estate is not perceptibly depreciat- 
ing in value is the fact that the sale a few 
days ago of the property at Nos. 75 and 77 
Lake street brought an increased price over 
last year’s offers. The purchase was made by 
A. Podrasnik, and not Otto Young, as was 
announced. Mr. Podrasnik paid $115,000 
for the property, and while that was consid- 
ered slightiy less than its value, still it was 
much more than wa; offered for it one year 
ago. 
“dn incident of the last few days furnishes 
further confirmatory evidence of the stiffness 
of the market. A Board of Trade firm be- 
coming temporarily embarrassed, placed 
some down-town property in the hands of a 
real estate agent for disposition. Within 
twenty-fonr hours the firm had received aid 
from the East, and the property was quickly 
withdrawn. It could not be purchased now 
at even a reasonable advance on the figure 
named. It is only where there is an occasion- 
ai division of aa estate necessitating a sale, 
oran unexpected exigency that high-class 
property of considerable value gets on! the 
market. Some loans are being made, and the 
usual statement is that the money is desired 
for 1mprovements in properties or investment 
in locaiities that promise good returns. 

The renting season is on and agents say 
that itis the slowest one they have experi- 
enced for years. Landlord and tenant both 
hold off. The landlord insists upon maintain- 
ing rentals, and the tenant insists upon a 
reduction. This applies to residence and flat 
property. Generally the landiords who raised 
rents during the period of the, Fair have 
ugreed to return to old rates, but they refuse 
to go lower. The tenant insists, and in con- 
sequence, although in average years most 
eases have been made by this time, there is 
a notable lack of activity. 

Office rents are being slightly reduced. 
Some of the more favored buildings stick to 
their prices, but with the large addition of 
office om concessions ypust be made to se- 
cure tenants.

VENDOME CLUB HOTEL SOLD. 


One of the Most Prominent of World’s Fair 
Hostelries to Reopen. 

The Vendome Club Hotel, one of the best 
built and equipped of the World’s Fair hotels, 
has changed ownership, having been sold by 
George W. Haines for Chapman Bros. to 
Messrs. Graham, Basnett, and Henry, of 
Jacksonville, Florida, Lockport, N. Y., and 
Chicago respectively. | The building is an 
eight-story and busement fireproof building, 
covering 90x166 feet on the southwest corner 
of Ogiesby avenue and Sixty-second street. It 
was built by Chapman Bros. ata cost of be- 
tween $300,000 and $850,000 and furnished 
at an expense of $80,000, There are 116 
apartments of two, three, and five rooms 
each() with offices and parlors on the 
hain floor. The basement contains 
the electric light and steam heating 
plants and three dining-rooms. The roof is 
de¢ked for use as asummer garden and is 
reached by the elevators. Included in the 
transfer of the hotel is the southwest corner 
of Sheridan avenue and Sixty-sezend street, 
which is occupied by cheap frame structures. 
In part payment for the hotel is given a tract 
of Florida lands in the Pensacola district at a 
valuation of something like $100,000. The 
hotel plant as it now stands is valued in the 
sale at $375,000. It has been vacant since 
the Fair, but wili be opened as a fine family 
hotel by the new owners April 1. 


AMONG ARCHIT«CTS AND BUILDERS, 


Plans for a New Biock at Lake Street and 
Kedzie Avenue, 


Thomas & Knapp have prepared working 
plans and are taking in bids fora large four- 
story biock of stores and flats to be built on 
the southeast corner of Kedzie avenue and 
West Lake street, near the station of the ele- 
vated road. The frontage on Lake street is 
122 feet and on Kedzie avenue 108 feet.

For this npason, and on account of the un- 
usually low prive of vacant property, the 
number of those buying ground and building 
is noticeably great, Consummations of deals 
are rather slow, as sellers and buyers do not 
agree readily as to price asked and offered. 
Buyets stil expect comparatively low prices. 
But owners of houses in good localities have 
no reason to make concessions, except those 
who are going to remove from the city and 
whose properties are too good to rent, or in 
very rare cases an owner who needs money. 
There are no more such than in ordinary 
yeurs.”’

A MUSICIAN’S WONDERFUL MOTOR. 


Invention of a Philadelphia Professor to 
Run Street Cars by Air, 

Philadelphia Ledger: Since the Metropoli- 
tan Traction company several months ago 
offered a prize of $50,000 to any one devis- 
ing a better system for street car propulsion 
than any at presentin use the efforts of in- 
ventors have been greatly stimulated, with 
the result that some surprising contrivances 
have been pressed upon the attention of that 
company with the hope of winning the prize. 

One of the latest contestants is a Philadel- 
phia composer and music teacher, Sig. W. A. 
Vallo. Théesystem which he has devised is so 
entirely unique in many of its features and 
promises so much in the way of comfort and 
luxury. to the traveling public that a descrip- 
tion of it reads like a fairy tale. Not the least 
important feature of this new system-is the 
assertion by Sig. Vallo that the entire cost of 
operation after the plant is once established 
will be considerably less than one-haif that of 

ny other system. — 

. The objectionable features of the trolley, 
cable, and horse systems of propulsion have 
all been eliminated. No electricity and no 
wires are used; nocableand no digging up of 
streets, aud no slot to catch wagon-wheeis, no 
horses and no foul smeliing stables are some 
of the merits which are claimed for the new 
system. Among the advantages set forth is 
safety to both passenger and pedestrian. 

The cars are to be run. by a speciaiiy con- 
structed motor driven by’compressed air. The 
air after it is used comes out of an exhaust 
pipe with terrific force. This exbaust may be 
used in winter to blow the snow from the 
tracks, thus doing away with a sweeper. In 
summer the exhaust air will, by a series of 
pipes, be conducted back to the car. A spe- 
cially designed air-brake that is claimed wiil 
act as quickly and with as much certainty as 
the Westinghouse brake will enable the motor- 
man to stop the car suddenly when going at 
high speed, thus lessening the danger of run- 


ning over people.

“Ah! Iam giad to meet you.” ‘* Yes, sir, 
John Williams is my brother.

SERPENTS HAVE FEET

PYTHON AFFORDS THE BEST BXAM- 
PLE AMONG LIVING VARIETIES, 


Prof, F. A. Lucas of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution Says All the Big Snakes Have 
the Remains of Former Pedal Extremi- 
ties=Atrophy, as Usual, from Disusee 
Rudiments of Wings and Fins as Well 
as Feet=Belly of the Reptile Like the 
Interlocked German Shield. 


The good housewives of New England. and 
perhaps in other parts of the country, are 
wont to meet the questions of inquisitive 
youngsters with the exclamation, “0, snake's 
foot!’ an expression like “hen’s teeth” and 
a **side-hill badger,” denoting the im possi- 
bility of a thing. says the Washington Post. 
The snake's foot, however, is soinething more 
than a nonentity, and the story of the serpent 
in the Garden of Eden, that was doomed for- 
ever to crawl upon its belly, is only partly, if 
it isatall, true. This was proved to a repre- 
sentative the other day who called at the 
Smithsonian Iastitution, The wise men there 
who are skilled in anatomy of animals 
have recently received a big python that 
sickened and died in New York. His 
mottled hide was drying in the sun at the time 
in a sequestered spot between the Smithsonian 
Building and the wooden shed where the taxi- 
dermists have their workshdMs. It 1s an un- 
canny place, and the man who chanzes to 
glance in there may behold anything from the 
carcass of an orang to that of a buffalo, Prof. 
F. A. Lucas, who had the remains of the 
twenty-foot snake from the Eastin charge, 
was asked if snakes had feet. * QO, yes,”’ said 
he, and he took down the skeleton of the 
python, which had been stripped of all the 
flesh so that the framework of bones, fastened 
with cartilage, remained us perfect us fife. It 
was coiled up like a bunch of rope and as 
light as a kite. It was surprising to know how 
frail a structure of bone could make a supple 
snake, able to give an elephant a hard tussle, 


Best Living Example the Python. 


‘“Yes,”’ said Prof. Lucas, again, “‘snakes 
have feet, and the best example among living 
species is the python.”’ He pointed to the 
skeleton of the python, which he held in his 
hand, &nd showed two long ribs on each side 
of the hody well back toward the tail, Those 
are the remains ot the snake’s feet and legs. 
Like the vermiform appendix in man, the 
snake has no earthly use for them now and 
can get along quite as well as heis. All the 
big snakes have these remains of former feet, 
especially the boa constrictors and the ana- 
cendas. Prof, Lucas says that the bones of 
the legs, which have withered and shortened in 
the ages during which big snakes have enjoyed 
existence, are found in some swall species of 
snakes in this country, although it is not com- 
mon. The best known specie is the glass 
snake of Florida, of which so much has been 
said. It is popularly supposed that these 
snakes fly to pieces when they are touched 
and that the pieces crawl off into the bushes 
and grow together again. The latter part of 
the story is not true, but they do fly to pieces 
when touched and it is difficult for scientists 
to obtain a good specimen on this account. 
There are certain lizards in the same way, 
whose tails come off as soon as they are taken 
by collectors. The glass snake has embryonic 
feet, which result from the time when ite an- 
cestors were snakes that walked on legs. In 
addition to the feet the scientists also find re- 
mains of shoulder girdies, so that there is no 
doubt about the former locomotive powers of 
the ophidian creation. 

Had No Use for Them. 


The time required for the snakes to lose the 
use of their means provided for ambulations 
is unconceivable, and the scientist or any 
other sane mun would not attempt to com- 
pute it. Prof. Stejneger of the National Mu- 
seum, who has had a great deal of experience 
with snakes, especialiy in the study of the 
venom of poisonous ones, says that they lost 
their legs and began to crawl because they 
had no use for them. They undoubtediy 
lived, he says, for a long period of time‘in the 
ground, where legs would only be a nuisance 
and this would be sufficient from the pvint o 
view of a scientist to cause them to fall into 
innocuous desuetude in the course of long 
centuries. Many snakes now burrow in the 
ground, and probably these are lingering rep- 
resentatives of the former tribe. 

It is not impossible that the remains of 
former snake locomotion, which are now 
found in the python and other snakes, are the 
remains of fins. It is hot impossible that the 
snake swam before he took to the land. 
There are many things which lead one to take 
this view. All snakes can swim, and one 
noted poet, who admired the mechanism of 
the lower order of reptiles, which is, in fact, 
the most ingenious of that of all animals, has 
sung of the snakes that run without feet and 
swim without hands. There was a monster 
of old that frequented the waters of prehis- 
toric seas when the world was young that was 

robably the ancestor of the present snake. 

e was called the plesiosaurus, and acquired 
monstrous dimensions, Popular zodlogists 
like to picture battles in the seas where the 
water was made red with the blood of these 
monsters and others of their tribe. Their 
sole surviving descendants are the haif myth- 
ical sea serpents. They had fins, and the rudi- 
ments now found may be the remains of 
these. When the reptiles came to land to live, 
and learned, for some reason unknown, to 
burrow in the sand they would undoubtedly 
lose these. There are missing links, however, 
in the line of des¢ent of the snake, and all 
the scientists tell about reptilian genealogy 
is partly a matter of conjecture, Of the many 
snakes in the water nowadays the major part 
are rapid swimmers and are deadly to handle. 

Old Time Fiying Dragon, 

There isstill another explanation of the ru- 
dimentary foot of modern times in the snake 
world and that is itis the remains of a fly- 
ing dragon; oubted!y dragons 
in the times of old, and when the dragons 
ceased to fly and. came to the earth to drag 
out an existence it is not improbable that 
some of them survived as snakes and that the 
remnants of their feetand wings survive in 
the species that tempted Eve in the Garden of 

iden. 


The usual method of locomotion with the 


snake tribe is rather peculiar, and is more 
like walking in a bag than anything else. In 
fact a snake walking, for a snake does not 
crawl. is like a number of boys put in a bag 
y sack race. Prof, Lucas 
the other day how 
The -snake waiks 
on his ribs. The old Germans, or 
Teutons, as they were Called in the early days, 
used to have a warlike custom of proclaiming 
their Kings. The sturdy warriors would lock 
together their brazen shields, lifted high above 
their heads, on which the future King was eie- 
vated. A snake’s belly isin all respects like 
the interlocked Teutonic shields, His feet 
are his ribs. which he is capable of working 
back ward and forward and at the same time 
bending them. Over each rib or foot there is 
a shield, and as the foot moves the point of 
the shield is lowered and digs into the ground 
or taxes hold of any projection on the surface 
over which it is going. Thus he moves his 
bulk along. Healso curis himself up, and 
thus he moves along more swiftly. Grabbing 
with his front ribs an ugly snake can hold fast 
while he pulls up his other half. Scientists do 
not believe snakes can spring, but they do 
sometimes jump. 
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Valuable for Lovers. 

There are various kinds of invisible inks, but 
here is a method of making ink which can be 
wiped off a sheet of paper witha pocket handker- 
chief without leaving a trace.

Now, besides supplying its own floral 
wants, Chicago puts some of the finest varie- 
ties grown on the market. Its tributary 
greenhouses send out quantities of fldwers to 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Detroit, | 
and even coals to Newcastle—violets to New 
Orleans. 

Each of the large growers has his own 
specialty in which he yields the palm to none, 
yet each one pays due attention toall the 
popular flowers as weil as the trinity of the 

ts, the rose, the lily, and the violét. At 
Vashington Heights some of the most beauti- 
ful carnations known to the trede are grown; 
at Hinsdale pershaps the finest American 
Beauty plant in the country thrives; at La- 
grange violets which cannot be surpassed are 
raised. 

The first consignments of the city’s daily 
supply are gathered and packed in the early 
da@wning and reach the consignees by trains 
arriving at 7 o’clock. They are packed in 
long pasteboard boxes, not unlike the ones in 
which their artificial cousins are sold; the 
roses are packed lightly in rows and covered 
with moist paper, while the violets, in bunches 
of twenty-five, aré arranged only one layer 
ween 4 The work of the pickers and 
packers is by no means over for the 
day. however, and a emall army of 
them are busy continually over the flowers 
most in demand, fresh consignments of them 
reaching the aealers at brief intervals during 
business hours. A fewlarge growers prefer 
to deal directly with the retail merchants, but 
the majority consign their stock to comimis- 
sion merchants or the florist’s exchange, 
from which the retail buyers order. This is

The opening of Japan to the Western 
nations was the means of making the world 
acquainted with its literature, which includes 
a large number of very interesting books, 
some of which have been translated recently 
by travelers and Oriental scholars. Among 
the favorite Japanese novelists who flourished 
about 500 years ago was Bakin. From one 
of his books, entitled *‘Kumono Tayema 
Ama Yo No Tsuki” (meaning ‘* The 
moon shining through a cloud rift on a 
rainy night’’), the following quaint aphor- 
isms are selected to show the philosophic 
spirit that prevailed in the Land of the Rising 
Sun a hundred years before this continent 
was discovered, The late Mr. Edward Greey 
of New York made the translation of Bakin’s 
romance as wellas of other Japanese books, 
and itis from his version the selections are

It was three centuries anda half ago that 
John Haywood included in his book of En- 
glish proverbs the line: 

A penny for your thoughts. 

Could Mr, Haywood spend an hour in Chi- 
cago’s crowded streets he could get an ink- 
ling of the thoughts of many men without of- 
fering a cash remuneration for them, for there 
are a goodly number of Chicagoans who go 
about the streets babbling to themselves, to 
the winds, or to whomsoever cares to listen. 
If as Mr. Young affirms 

Thoughts shut up want air, 

And spoil, like bales unopen'd to the sun, 
then these monologists may be depended 
upon to keep their cogitations sweet and 
frésh, 

The habit of conversing with one’s self is 
not confined to any particular class or con- 
dition of men, Old and young, rich and poor, 
talk to their own ears, either as a matter of 
choice, or because they can find no other 
willing listeners. It may be that they desire 
® small, select, intelligent audience and so 
constitute themselves such. The following 
pen-pictures of a number of Chicago’s solilo- 
quizera were sketched ‘‘ on the spot”’ by a re- 
porter for Tne SunpAy Trisune, who recently 
spent an afternoon on the street to listen to 
these self-entertainers.

Washington street is the loitering place of a 
poorly dressed man whose reddish brown 
hair and whiskers have the appearance of not 
having been trimmed or brushed since the 
flood.

We see then where he laid the foundations 
of his skill for drawing, his reverence for 
good draughtmunship.. Sitice his return to 
New York he has manfully upheld the value 
of drawing from the antique as well as the 
life. Many promising young painters have 
ssed through his hands, such as Denman, 
Kendall, Whittemore, Johnston, Wiles, Du 
Mond, Rice, and Chapnmain. He has madethe 
antique popular among stucents. But while 
thus carrying out the cherished traditions of 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts and painting por- 
traits and character figures he: has proved 
himself unusually public spirited. He is the 
heart and soul of any organization that strives 
tu better public taste, like the Municipal Art 
Society, or to remove a stigma from 
American artists, like the Free Art League, 
of which he is President. Although an asso- 
ciate of the National Academy, he is powerful 
in the councils of the Society of American 
Artists, which he joined in 18380. He is one

of the founders of the Painters in Pastel, and 
is ever ready to give his valuable time and ad- 


are on the carpet, whether they are of a seri- 
ous and public nature or merely social and 
frivolous. Itis not for nothing that he was 
born as far south as Missouri; the social and 


of tactand charming address, a trait that \is 
of great importance to che artist who teaches, 
for it enables him to criticise without un- 
necessary wounding of the feelings of pupils. 
Besides these advantages he has a record in 
Paris of which his pupils may be proud. 

So far back as 1876, when at the Beaux 
Arts, he won an honorable mention in the 
school’s exhibit. In 1878 he showed at the 
Salon and sent over his first contribution to 
the National Academy in New York. He 
showed work also at the Paris International 
Exposition of that year and in 1879 returned 
to New York totake up his profession. His 
wanderjahre were over, but since then he has 
made many a flight across the ocean—to Ger- 
many, Italy, Spain, Holland, Egypt—some- 
times working hard on _ copies from 
Velasquez or Franz Hals, sometimes 
merely enjoying the trip for its own sake. 

The first exhibit after his return was a 
‘‘Lady in Red” at the Spring Academy of 
1879, which called attention to a new por- 
trait painter of great promise. Though 
drawing is his watchword, here the richness 
of coloring was notable. Since that date he 
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| has been a constant exhibiter in New York at 
the two or three leading shows of the year. 
| now and then making a dash at the great for- 
eign exhibition. as in 1887, when he received 
an honorable mention at the Salon 
for his portrait of Mr. Walton: 
or in 1889 at the Universal Exposition 
of Paris, when he took the bronze medal! for 
a portrait of an American Lady; or in 1892.

Thus, while re- 
maining an important figure in New York, he 
is to some degree a comrade of our cosimo- 
politans—W hustler, Sargent, McLure, Hamil- 
ton, Ridgeway, Knight, Mark Fisher, Shan- 
non. Sprague, Pearce, and the rest. He has 
accomplished this while pursuing a constant 
course of instruction in drawing at the Art 
Students’ League, or the Cooper Union, or 
the schools of the Metropolitan Museum in 
Central Park. 

On his return to New York he took upagain 
that practice in athletics which is so congen- 
nial to men of letters and the arts, 
fencing, having become a member of the 


Fencers’ club, which he has embellished with 
a portrait of one of the governors of the club 
here, reproduced in black and white by his 
own hand, This portrait of Mr. John Mur- 
ray Mitchell in fencmg costume is just now 
at the Exhibition of the Society of American 
Artists in New York, where it ranks among 
the first for richness.of color, for truth asa 
likeness, and success as a piece of masculine 
painting.

let him and his alone. There is a merry twist 
to his face and a twinkle in his eye as he ex- 
amines a jewel with critical gaze, having per- 
chance detected that it is paste after all. 
Such a©man may drive a hard bargain, but 
must be a jovial and entertaining fellow among 
his friends and crenies when the cares of busi- 
ness are laid aside. He might be an illustra- 
tion to one of Zangwill’s realistic tales of 
Jewish life in London. 

Carroll Beck with takes life as he finds it, ever 
striving to widen the range of his sympathies 
in art, never confining himself to\a single rut, 
seeking the good in the work of his fellows 
whose ideals and methods may not in any 
way be the samne as his o¥n. Of late years he 
has been trying to distil the good which is 
mixed with much that jis useless in that mod- 
ern school of painting, whose forefighter is 
Claude Monet, for Beckwith is an eclectic, 
but he does not grasp hastily at every passing 
fashion. He is as eager as the Athenians for 
novelties, but does not for that reasen fall 
down before every strange god whose image 
is erected on the market-place. He is also 
ever widening the range of his sympathies a

It was atthe beginning of the civil 
war, and as he had been attempting to arouse 
patriotism with his pen he was especiaily 
pleased when one of the typesetters came into 
the office, and, planting himself firmly in 
front of the editorial desk, said:

But the experience of Thomas Bailey Al- 
drich is the experience of many another mor- 
tal. He once received a letter from Prof, E. 
S. Morse of Salem, Mass., that was simply in- 
capable of being read. And this is the unique 
reply that Prof. Morse received: 

My Dear Mr. Morse: It was very pleasant for 
me to get a letter from you the other day. Per- 
baps I should have found it pleasanter if I bad 
been able to decipher it. I don’t think I mas- 
tered anything yond the date (which I 
knew) and the signature (which I gues 
at). There's a singular and perpetual charm in 
a letter of yours—it never grows old, it never loses 
its novelty. One can say to one's self every morn- 
ing: ‘ There’s that letter of Morse’s: I haven't 
read it yet. I think I'll take another shy at it to- 
be able, in the course of a 
few years, to make out what he means by those 
t's that look like w’s and those i’s that haven't 
any eyebrows.” Other letters are read and 
thrown away and forgotten, but yours are kept 
forever--unread. One of them will last a reason- 
able man a lifetime.

*pochs have been collected and classified, so 
the gradual transitions mer. be traced with 
greater facility.

Now follows the second class of wind in- 
istruments—blechblaeser or holzblaeser, as 
the Germans call them—bypt best em braced in 
the English terms flutes and fifes. It is an 
acknowledged fact that neither tin nor wood 
but ivory is the best material for this class. 
The uses of these instru:nents can be traced 
to more than 2,000 years before the begin- 


ning of the Christian era. The flute 
was the favorite pastoral instru- 
ment of the Greeks and Romans, 


and was indispensable in military bands and 
at funerals. The Egyptian satin tailor fash- 
ion on the ground and thus sounded his doleful 
monotonies in leisure hours through his two 
to three feet long fluta. Under this head may 
be mentioned the English flute-A-bec of the 
eighteenth century, the octave flute or pic- 
coio of Italian origin, the soul-piercing 
schabnei of the Germans of the middie ages, 
the dudeisavck and the pitfaro of Southerao 
Austria, and finally the clarionet, the queen 
of wind instruments. A formidable machine 
was the tuba .argentea, on which the heraid 
performed when he went before a Doge’s pro- 
cession in Venice, and which required the 
services of a page, who helped to balance it 
on the player’s shoulder. 

Since stringed instruments always have 
been the most popular they were subject con- 
tinually to the fluctuation of fashion gnd fickle 
fancy. Oldest of all is the harp dnd zither 
variety, which were sounded by the fingers or 
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~ 
by some small implement in the hand of the 
player. The practice of hammering the 
strings later created the psalter, the Teu- 
tonic hackebrett, the pantaleon, the harp- 
sichord, and the modern pianoforte. The 
guitar and German zither fortns differ only 
in shape. ‘The original forms of this class of 
instruments are now seldom met with. In 
the rural districts of Bohemia the dance mu- 
sicians still retain the primitive form of the 
harp, the hackebrett is encountered in the 
cymbal of the Gypsies, the old Laute in the 
more diminutive mandolin of the Neapol- 
itans and in the Balalaika of the Russian 
farmer.

plished. Theship at present rests upon a 
foundation of piles and heavy timber. The 
berth, or lower deck, rests on top of this foun- 
dation and is about four feet above the aver- 
age water level of the lake. Finish was given 
to the outside of the hull at the sides of the 
foundation by iron plates fastened to sheet 
piling driven about the periphery. These 
plates extended weil below the lowest water 
level. It is the intention’ to raise the super- 
structure and all the foundation, except 
the piles, and deposit it upon _ the 
foundation at the new site. There are about 
685 piles, besides the sheet piles at sides, from 
which the structure is to be separated. There 
is not sufficient depth of water under and 
about the ship to flogt the pontoons and it 
will therefore be necessary to dredge on the 
outside and to either ‘suck’ or * jet ; the 
sand from beneath the foundation until the 
required depth is attained to float. the pon- 
toons to their re4uisite. positions about and 
beneath the structure, A portion of the pres. 
ent protective pier will be torn away also for 
this purpose, but the breakwater protection 
will be left until the ship is in readiness for 
her trip. 

“ In order to equally distribute the bearing 
power of the structure upon the floats it will 
require about thirteen scows, each of which is 
R0 feet long, 24 feet wide, and 614 feet deep. 
The draught of water of the scows when light 
is about 12 inches, which leaves about 5}¢ feet 
freeboard (the distance from water level to 
rail) to work upon, Thisis equal to a dis- 
placement of over 3,800 tons; which is about 
two and one-third times more displacement 
than is needed to carry the weight of the ship. 
There will be three lines of scows, one on 
each side and’one in the center of the vessel. 
To get this center line of scows under the 
structure it will be necessary to cut away 
three rows of piles the-whele length of the 
ship, thus leaving hanging @ space of about 32 
feet in width. Previous to the cutting away of 
these piles, however, the ships decks 
at this part will be temporarily 
trussed by placing heavy timber on top 
of the berth deck, reaching across this span, 
and tied by rods te the beams of the founda- 
tion. The ends wili.be further supported by 
using the military mast for a ring post, and 
running iron rods from the top, to a timber 
lashed. beneath each end of the ship. 

“ The floats being in position, we shall 
make practically. three solid pontoons by se- 
curing them together with timbers, fastened 
by serew bolts, “Pipes will ercircle the pon- 
toons, with branch pipes leading info each 
float, and connected to powerful steam pipes, 
for the filling and pumping out of the water 
from the floats when desired.

‘*O, no. When the subject was first men- 
tioned to me, more than a year ago, by some 
of the associate members of the Naval Re- 
serves, the first thing that entered my mind 
was to tear it down and rebuild. But they 
wanted it intact, so my next idea was to. have 
the bottom or lower deck strengthened, made 
water-tight, and float it down.

** How. does the longitudinal strength of the 
Illinois compare w'th the longitudinal 
strength of a man-of-war?”’ 

* There. is no comparison. It was not 
necessary to consider in the design of the IIli- 
nois, which is at reat, as we would in. the de- 
sign of a man-of-war, which js never at rest, 
and is continually receiving strains from al] 
directions. A ship is‘a huge girder, constant- 
ly subject to all kinds of strains,- There are 
‘times when it is in the hollow of a wave, 
hanging by is ends, with dittle buoyancy un- 
der it- amidships—then it receives ‘ sagging 
strains.’ Again, it is thrown upen the crest 
of a wave, with ends overhanging and with 
the greater part of its buoyancy amidships. 
thus subject toa ‘hogging strain,’ 
times its riding over the waves 
about a_i twisting strain, like 
received by the wringing of 
in . hands of a washer. 
woman. All these strains are brought into 
consideration and marked out by curves and 
comparative girders in the design. But the 
Illinois will. be subject to nothing of this 
nature in its trip, It will simply be @ 
cargo carried by the floats made into one 
solid raft. The raft is the design in this in. 
stance, and the mass of weight that itis to 
carry has been computed to a pound, spread 
into a curve of weights, so that at a giance 
one may know the exact weight put upon it at 
every foot of length.

Effective Words of Warning. 


We had good evidence last January that a num- 
ber of the representatives of European powers at 
Rio were ready for intervention in the affairs of 
Brazil tothe detriment of its government, It 
was then that they heard from this country the 
words of warning. * Hands off Brazil!’ The 
words were not official, nor fromthe State De- 
partment; yet not the less did they express the 
sentiment of the American people and receive the 
support of the country. Very soon thereafter 
the foreign powers concluded to postpone the 
day of intervention. They restrained their 
hands. They knew that the voice which reached 
them from this country was autboritative, even 
though it had not been raised in Washington. 
It was well for them that they gavé heed to it. 
Meanwhile the Brazilian Government, strength- 
ened by the assurance of American friendship, 
applied its power to the suppression of the revolt 
and gained successes which soon relieved it from 
ail danger of foreign intervention and rendered 
it unnecessary for the friends of Brazil here to 
repeat the admonition “ hands off!’ in the hear- 
ing of the representatives of the European powers 
at Rio. There is no doubt that if the projected 
intervention had been executed last January its 
results would have been calamitous to Brazil, 
and not alone to her.— New York Sun. 


Latest Scheme of the Faddists. 

A bill forbidding “ treating" has beén passed 
to a third reading by the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. Itis proposed, we believe, to 
make the Massachusetts saloons consist of cells 
or booging booths into which only one drinker is 
admitted at a time.

CARE FOR INVALIDS. 


‘MRS, CHRISTINE TERHUNE HEBRIOK 
TALKS OF THE SIOK-ROOM. 


Drenrines$ of the Inyalid’s Lot Should Be 
‘Modified by All the Methods That Are 
‘Possible to Friendly Hands—Furnish- 

ing, Ventilation, and Lighting of Apart- 
ments Devoted to the Sick—Necessary 


forts Without Great Expense. , 


The invalid’s lot is nota happy one. Even 
under the most favorable circumstances, when 
the patient is comparatively free from actual 
pain or discomfort, it is not a trifling priva- 
tion to be cut off from the aniusements and 
occupations of others. Perhaps the sharpest 
pain known to the chronic invalid is the con- 
sciousness that she is, so to speak, side- 
tracked. Tobe sure the world gets along 
very well without her, but that thaught is not 
always the consolation that doubtiess it should 
be to an unselfish mind. 

The chronic invalid must, of course, have 
many hours of discouragement and depres- 
sion that are spared the victim of an acute 
attack of illness. The latter knows that her 
seclusion is only temporary and that with re- 
turning strength she will again take her 
place among the workers. None the less she 
ameants her temporary usefulness and girds 
against the weakness that puts the veto upon 
so much she longs to accomplish. ~. 

Whether the invalid be a permanent or a 
temporary one (vide Miss Susan Nipper) it 
is equally the part of the healthy members 
of the sufferer’s family to do all they can to 
lighten the burden that at best must be heavy. 

It is not always well for either patient or 
friends that every household arrangement 
should be made subservient to the invalid. If 
she is thoroughly unselfish she will not desire 
such a state of affairs; if, on the contrary, she 
is selfish she ought not to have it. Still, there 
are certain cancessions due the sick one of 
the flock. The pleasantest, sunniest room in 
the house should be appropriated to her use. 
This is desirable, even when the illness is a 
short one. Whenit is acondition of weak- 
ness that may extend over weeks and months 
it is indispensable. 

Furnishing the Sick Room. 

The furnishing of the sick room depends 
upon the nature of the ailment. When the 
disease is contagious the more closely th¢ 
apartment resem)les a inonastic cell im sim: 
plicity and bareness the better. Carpet, cur} 
tains. and draperies of all sorts should be 
banished, along with upholstered furniture, 
Aniron bed is the best for the patient, and 
what chairs, tables, and other necessary fur- 
niture the room contains should be of a plain- 
ness that will allow of thorough disinfection, 
orof a cheapness that will permit of their 
destruction at the end of the siege. 

Such asceticisin is seldom necessary in long- 
continued illnesses, although now. that scien- 
tists have decided that the probabilities are in 
favor of the contagious nature of lung dis- 
eases there should be some hesitation in a too 
generous use of draperies in a consumptive’s 
apartment. Such as are admitted should be 
of light, thin goods that may be taken down 
and washed with a regularity which will 
preciude the lodgment of disease 
germs. There are, however, acute as 
well as, chronic diseases which are 
not contagious, and in these cases the only 
consideration to deter one from ornamenting 
aroom as lavishly as heart could desire is 
the possibility that the patient may be an- 
noyed by the thorough cleaning and dusting 
that a thickly furnished room requires. One 
other objection to a room crowded with 


penge and ornaments is_ that the si¢k per- 


son, who must lie and look at them week in 
and week out,is likely to grow desperately 
tired of them, and long for plain, open 
spaces on which to rest her weary eyes. 
Pictures That May Be Left. 


e Still it is not necessary to taboo all bric-a- 
brac and pictures, but see to it that only those 
are admitted which will bear constant inspec- 
tion. (ne does not tire readily of a really 
good thing, and a fine etching or engraving, a 
gm statue or vase, or an excellent cast, 

o not pall upon the vision or taste. 

For the floor of the invalid’s chamber a 
closely woven, strong matting is; perhaps the 
best covering. ‘It is less noisy than a hard- 
wood floor, cleaner than a carpet. The rugs 
that may be laid here and there, where they 
will do most good, can be readily taken up 
and shaken. Plain paper is better’than a fig- 
ured one, and, whatever the malady, washable 
curtains are preferable to those of heavy 
material. 

aVherever else economy may be practiced it 
must be cast aside when the bed is purchased. 
As has been said before, an iron bedstead is 
the best in any case, although its use is not 
essential in non-contagious di es. The 
best springs, the finest hair mattr should 
be secured, and pillows and bed linen should 
be chosen for their quality without regard te 
price. A broad, comfortable lounge to which 
the invalid can be lifted, an easy chair. a light 
stand for books or work, and a_ well-filled 
bookease are among the things that go to 
make up comfort in the toom of the 
chronic invalid. Sucharoom gradually be- 
comes the expression of its inmate’s indi- 
viduality and the books, pictures, and orna- 
ments she gathers about her give her a satis- 
faction she could never gain from the arbi- 
trary choice of others. 

In any case an open fire will probably bea 
delight, and it possesses.-distinct merit a« a 
means of ventilation., A few pots of plants 
add much to the cheer of a room, and now 
that the idea has been exploded that growing 
plants are’ unheaithful in a sleepimg-room 
there can be no objection to their presence. 
Palms, begonias, primroses, cyclamen, and 
other odoriess flowers are especially to be 
commended, while blossoms with heavy per- 
sre» ea hyacinths or lilies should be ex- 
cluded. 


Uses of the Bed Table. ' 

There|are many comforts that may be add- 

to the, invalid’s room, and prominent 
among them is the bed table. There are two 
varieties. One with legs about six inches 
long is set directly upon the bed. It is so 
wide that the supports do not crowd the pa- 
tient, and she may be propped up by pillows 
and take her meals with an ease unknown. to 
those unfortunates who have eaten from a 
tray balanced precariously upon their knees. 
The other variety of table does not touch the 
bed atall. Ithasa single pedestal, with a 
foot on one side and a projecting top. The 
foot slides under the bed, the top slips over 
the bed, and the table is thus brought in 
front of the invalid. By means of a screw in 
4 Eoneneny the top may be raised or lowered 
at will, 

Another convenience for the sick one who 
has her well days upon which she can do a 
little sewing 18 the invalid’s work table. This 
also rests on short feet, and is meant to stand 
on the bed at the side of the patient or across 
her knees. It may be of polished wood or 
morocco covered, and is divided into com. 
partments, lined and furnished with pockets,

A aseful although not particularly orna- 
mental gonvenience for the room ot a patient 
who must be fed duringthe night is a nursery 
refrigerator. This is a zinc-lined tin box, 
with an ice chamber and space enough to hold 
vessels of milk or broth and a siphon of min- 
eral water. The water from the melting ice 
may be drained off by means of a faucet. 

All the aids to comfort and palliatives of 
suffering in the world are useless, however, if 
the personal care bestowed upon the sick one 
is not agreeable to her. The nurse is born 
and not made, but even a woman who has 
been gifted at birth witha taste for attend- 
ance upon the sick may be benefited by 
training. Perhaps no one really compre- 
hends the difference between amateur and 
professional nursing who has not undergone 
a course of both. The amateur may be full 
of tenderness and devotion, and yet lack 
the skill to lift and turn the patient 
gently and deftly, to change bed and 
body clothing without wearying her charge, 
to give food and drink so as to make the oper- 
ation a pleasure instead of a pain. Such fa- 
cility will come with practice, but is rather 

for the sick person upon whom the bur- 
den of the “’prentice hand’s’’ experiment- 
ing must fall. 

n serious illness there must no misplaced 
sentiment prevent the engagement of a 
trained nurse. All prejudice against relin- 
quishing the care of a ioved one into the 
hands of a hired attendant should be laid 
aside in the face of the real benefit that can 
be derived from the skilled nursing. Such 
prejudice is rapidly becoming unusual, but it 
still exists even in progressive people. 

In many cases of chronie ill-health the care 
of the patient naturally devolves upon some 
member of the family, and with her 1t lies to 
diligently keep from the sick one the trouble 
and toil all sickness involves. The burden 
any invalid must bear is heavy enough at the 
best without being increased by the assurance 
that she is a trouble. She knows it well 
enough herself, but she shrinks from having 
the knowledge thurst ‘upon her. 

No means should be omitted to cheer and 
brighten the chamber of suffering. Dainty 
food daintily served is of no small account in 
a life whuse eventlessness is rarely broken ex- 
cept by the arrival of the reguiar meals. Va- 
riety should be studiea, pretty dishes should be 
used, and no exciting or distressing topic of 
conversation should be introduced that may 
affect the slender appetite of the patient.

DEFINITION OF HUMAN TEMPERAMENTS. 
Made Two 


The fFourfold Classification 
Thousand Years Ago. 

Medical Recorder: It is interesting to find 
so thoroughly scientific a man as Prof, Will- 
iam Preyer has adopted the fourfold classi- 
fication of temperaments made nearly 2,000 
years ago—namely: the choleric, sanguine, 
melancholy, and lymphatic. The existence 
of one or the other of these temperaments 
may be discovered, he says in his work on 
‘*The Infant Mind,” very early in the great 
majority of children—in the second quarter 
of the first year, beyond a doubt. 

Nearly every one who has written about 
temperaments has made a classification of his 
own. Galen had nine, Haycock give six, Gra- 
ham Brown seven, and others have got down 
as low astwo. Modern writers use the word 
nervous for choleric, and bilious for melan- 
cholic temperament. With these verbal mod- 
ifications the old classification seems to an- 
swer all practical purposes, and individuals 
can build up combinations as needed, 

Hutchison defines temperament asthe sum 
of| the physical peculiarities of a man, ex- 
clusive of his tendency to disease. This is 
not satisfactory, though perhaps tempera- 
ment is a thing a little too vague to be satis- 
factorily defined. In modern terms it 
may be said to be. the peculiar way 
in which the individual reacts to the sim- 
uli of his environment. There is no doubt 
that one class of persons react a and 
easily. expending energy profusely and 
often needlesaly,in their life work; others re- 
act, hopefully and work buoyantly, yet with 
less waste, We can tbus distinguish the nerv- 
ous, the sanguine, the melancholic, etc: A 
capacity to recognize and appreciate the im- 
portance of temperament used to be consid- 
ered part of a sound medical training. It 
has been too much neglected in our pursuit 
of minutize with microscopes and test tubes, 
Our teachers of practical medicine might 
well revive ita study.

Copeland & Day.) , The new singer belongs 
to what hostile critics have for a 
yarter of a century styled the fleshly 
gchool of poetry; but he has added to 
sensuousness the note of spirituality, 
and for paganism has substituted a sort of 
medieval Christianity. John Keats, the father 
of the movement, Was a Greek; Swinburne 
in rebelling against asceticism went fo ex- 
cesses which his maturer years will condemn ; 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti paid a divided allegi- 
gice to the spiritual and the sensuous; and 
gow comes the latest disciple’ of the school, 
» poetry is the nodding blossom on. the 
nt called the Pre-Raphaelite, reconciling 
in its fragrance and whiteness the apparently 
opposite qualities of passion and piety. One 
does not. know better how to characterize 
Francis Thompson's poetry than by saying 
that it is the translation into meter of the col- 
ors of Dante Gabriel Rossetti’s pictures. 
The symbolism and inysticism _ of 
the pre-Raphaelites have been absorbed 
by the new poet and have been 
blended in is nature with the 
renaissance of religious faith which began 
with Pusey, and was carried to a conclusion 
by Newman, Faber, and others of the Oxford 
exodus. The result is a poet who is not 
necessarily an anomaly, aithough he im- 
one as would a Greek sculptor wear- 

yng a medieval cowl; or— 

As if Theocritus in Sicely 

Had come upon the Figure Crucified 

And lost his gods in deep, Christ-given rest. 

But a few words about Francis Thompson, 
so has appeared with star-like suddenness 

the nebular spaces of British poetry. He 
2; beginner at his art, and little is therefore 
known of him. From gossipy paragraphs in 
the London literary weeklies it seems that 
shortly before hia book of poems was pub- 
lished he was repeating the experience of 
Chatterton, that in searching for employment 
in the streets he was reduced to holding horses 
after the fashion of the young Shakspeare. 
There are hints. too (but they shouid be taken 
with a liberal allowance of salt), that.like more 
than one poet before him he was of an ill- 
ated nature; that in the self-accusing 
awords of James Clarence Mangan— 

Then I fell through the pit abysmal, 

The gulf and grave of Maginn and Burns, | 

And pawned my soul for the devil’s dismal 

Stock of returns. ; . 

Finally the rumor has been published that 
having been rescued from _ his distress 
he is now in some secluded monastery 
where he is recruiting his strength, physical 
and spiritual, whence he will reissue to resume 
hisliterary career. He is a_ brother, by the 
way, of Mrs. Meynell, who, under her maiden 
name of Alice C. Thompson, attracted favor- 
able attention by two volumes, one of poems 
and the other of essays. (London: Elkin 
Mathews and John Lane.) . 

The dedication of: Francis Thompson's 
“poems”? is to Wilfrid and Alice Meynell. 
It is ingenious and has the music that dis- 
tmguishes many of Mr. Thompson's lyrics: 

if the rose in meek duty 
’ May dedicate humbly 
To her grower the beauty 
W herewith she is comely, 
If the mine to the miner 
The jewels that pined in it, 
Earth to diviner he.

Of the love poems it may be said as Rosalind 
did of Orlando’s kisses: 

’ He hath bought a pair of cast lips of Diana; 
anun of winter's sisterhood kisses not more re- 
ligiously ; the very ice of chastity is in them. 

The opening poems, one would infer, are 
devoted tu the poet’s sister. In the first is 
this reference to her marriage:

Are touched are ten ko, Gnas air: a 
The English poet to whom Francis Thomp- 
80n is nearest akin—the one without whom 
one cannot imagine him singing in his pres- 
ent strain—is Dante Gabriel Rossetti. Ros- 
sett! was regarded fora time as the Tann- 
hauser of the Pre-Raphaelite movernent; he 
was lured to the City of Venus. He was 
wronged, however, by a narrow public opin- 
ion, which, regarding one Sonnet, ‘* Nuptial 
sieep”’ apart from the eontext of “ The 
House of Life,’ compelled theauthor to revise 
the work ‘and issue an expurgated edition. 
This was ih 1870, and the other day ‘* The 
House of Life’? was reissuéd in its entirety, 
and the poet’s purity of motive thus vin- 
dicated. The author. said in explanation at 
the time of the orignal publication: ‘ The 
sonnet ‘ Nuptial Sleep’ embodies for its small 
constituent share a beauty of natural univer- 


rmor 


sal function only to be reprobated in art if 


d welt to the exclusion of those other 
highest things of- which - it is the 
harmonious econcomitant,”’ Again he 
says: ‘*That .I may take a wider 
view than some poets or critics of how much 
in the material conditions absolutely given to 
man to deal with as distinet from his spirit- 
ual aspirations, isadmissible within the limits 
of art—this I say is possible enough; nor do 
i wish to shrink from sueh regponsibility. 
But to state that I dosotothe f@noring or 
overshadowing of spiritual beauty is an ab- 
solute falsehood, impossible to be put forward 
except in the indulgence of prejudice or 
rancor, 

Rossetti was in love with the beauty of me- 
dieval Christiamity, out -he was a skeptic. 
Francis Thompson brings to his art the same 
passion for the sensuous, but it is plus that 
gift—strange to find it in any kind of art at 
tne end of the nineteenth century—religious 
faith. Rossetti made the spiritual the serv- 
ant of the physical, as in that stanza in ** The 
Biessed Damozeél”’: 

And still she bowed herself and stooped 
Out of the circling charm 

Until her bosom must have made 
The bar she leaned on warm: 

And the lilies lay as if asleep 
Along her bended arm. 

Francis Thompson preserves the perfect 
balance between sense and soul, or inclines 
toward the latter. The sumptuous ritualism 
of the ancient church appeals to him as does 
a woman’s beauty; its incense, its music, its 
pageantry—al! are intoxicating to the senses 
and yet they are but means to a supreme end, 
which is beyond and above sensuougness.: 
Much of the poet’s imagery is taken from: 
symbols of religion; words like antique jewels 
are used for elaboration and every poem has

In the poem **To My Godchild” there isa 
passage descriptive of the Celestial City which 
impresses one as noble in its imagery: 

And when, unmortal mortal, droops your head,

Ritualistic machinery is often used meta- 
phorically as in the foilowing passage from

Kneels on the Eastern sanctuary stair. 
W hat is this feel of incense everywhere? 
Clings it round folds of the -blanch-amiced

In ** The Hound of Heaven” the symbol of 
the hound is used in the mystical and sym- 
bolical sense it is used in many of Rossetti’s 
pictures. The poem is intensely musical. 

A strange poein is that **'To the Dead Car- 
dinal of Westminster’’—the late Cardinal 
Manning, who is addressed as, 

Anchorite who dfdst dwell 
With all the world’for ceil! 

It is the appeal of the esthetic to the ascetic 

soul, imploring ;

Mr. Thompson uses words with’ the prodi-

To let it deck itself with thee, 

And teachest pomp strange cunning ways

EXIT OF GLADSTONE 


A RETROSPECT OF - HIS- CREAT CA- 


. REER AND CONTEMPORARIES. 


His Wonderfal Powers as an. Orator by 
Which He Conyétted Half the People 
of England and Scotland from Intense 
Hatred .of Ireland to Champions of 
Home Rule—He Was Always at His 
Best When the Demands Upon Him 
Were Greatest. 


An Anonymous Irishman in the Arizona 

Star; Gladstone has resigne@ the Premier- 
ship of England. 
“There is something pathetic in the an- 
nouncement—something which recalls events 
that, as they are looked back upon through 
the long vista of years, make 1t difficult to be- 
lieve that they are a part ot the history of 
the nineteenth century, There is something 
still more pathetic in the fact that an event so 
momentous should be regarded by the 
press of the world as if it were nothing 
more than a mere incident of life to which 
the most ordinary mortal is subject, for there 
is no man today whose life is more replete 
with history. The silence of the press with 
regard to all except the merest news details 
in connection with the resignation is a strik-. 
ing testimony to the comparative insignifi- 
cance of the greatest of men in the eyes of a 
world which is too busy with the pulsating 
thoughts of the moment to dwell for an in- 
stant with the thoughts of the past. 

One year ago Gladstone swayéd the mul- 
titudes from. the platform; with a logic that 
was seemingly beyond the power of human 
being to controvert he put through the House 
of Commons measure after measure for the 
enlargement of the rights of the people: his 
eloquence silenced opponents; his magnetism, 
his personality, his exuberant enthusiasm, 
won the applause of even his bitterest foes. 

His Power of Eloquence. 

Six years ago in one short campaign he 
converted half the people of England and of 
Scotland from the intense hatred of 
ference to Ireland to be earnest champions 
of home rule, and after a 
he again won the battle on the hustings, and 
was only defeated in his measure vf local 
freedom for England's sister kingdom by the 
action of the House of Lords, 


For fifty years he has guided the ship of | 


state of the British Empire—fifty of the most 
epoch-making years of the nineteenth century 
—-fifty years in which he himseif played prob- 
ably the most important part. 

By the magic of his voice, by the greatness 
of his mind, by a consuming intensity of feel- 
ing born of a hatred of wrong, he aroused in 
the thousands who heard him twenty years 
ago at St. James’ Hall a burning indignation 
which put an end to the Buigarian atroci- 
ties. 

Today he resigns, and the matter:is noticed 
in a space much less than would have been 
devoted to the detailing of a sensational mur- 
der in one of our latge cities. 


Reform Movement of 1833, 


Let the reader go back jm fancy to some 
of the events of the last sixty years. Go back 
to the reform movement of 1833, and recol.- 
lect that Gladstone occupied a seat in the 
House of Commons at thetime, Think of 
the Chartist movement in England, which 
was at its height forty-eight years ago, and 
think of Gladstone sharing in the 
angry debates to which the movement 
gave birth. Go back again to the re 
peal movement in Ireland—to the struggle 
of Daniel O'Connell to break down a barrier 
to lreland’s representation in the British Par- 
liament formed by bigotry and intolerance, 
or run across the channel and behold the rev- 
olution in progress. Think of Gladstone on 
a royal commission with the great Irish * lid- 
erator.’

Newman and Man- 
ning, as the world knows, were lights 
of the eftablished Episcopal Church; 
and knows also that they became 
Princes of the Roman Church in England. 
‘That was an incident of . the Episcopal trac- 
tarian movement. When Newimavu was pen- 
ning the hymn * Lead, Kindly Light.” in 
which he gave expression to the yearning of 
his soul, Gladstone was watching the tractari- 
an movement with all the earnestness of 
his deeply religious nature, and when at 
last the step was taken by which New- 
ivan exchanged the pulpit at St. Mary’s for 
the cloister among the Oratorian fathers, an l 
by which Manning severed his connection with 
the established church to begin life among 
the secular clergy of the Catholic, Gladstone 
gave expression to his sorrow at separation in 
«a phrase which for beauty and. felicity of ex- 
pression will stand for ail time, These inen 
have all disappeared from their several 
spheres. So have John Bright, Cobden—the 
two apostles of British free trade; so has Dis 
raeli. his once powerful antagonist; indeed, 
allthe noted men of his age have vanished 
from the scene, and now he, ‘the noblest 
Roman of thern all,’ has—not exactly disap- 
peared, but has temporarily retired. Even 
the comparatively youthful lrish ieader, Par- 
nell, probably the greatest parliamentary tac. 
tician of half a century—has gone. 


He Foresaw the End. 


Many atime within the last seven years 
Gladstone, in the midst of.some eloquent out- 
burst; would suddenly pause to tell his spell- 
bound audience that to other hands must soon 
fall the task of leading his party. * These 
gray hairs,’ he would say, ‘tell me that my 
time must soon end’’; ahd then, with all the 
fervor of his younger days, he would exclaim: 
** But there are others to take my place.”’ It was 
the good fortune of the writer to be in a position 
to observe Giadstone night after night, for 
two years, as he sat on the ministerial bench 
of the House. The manwho has sever seen 
him is inclined to believé that he must be a 
physical giant, and this indeed he was. Yet 
as you looked down at hin from the gallery 
of the House the face struck you as one of 
marble- pallor. This fin a measure was 
due to his surrounditigs. The light 
the House is one of ‘the things that will 
always aitract the visitor, Showing through 
a peculiarly mellow-tinted roof, it possesses 
an elf-like character, which mukes the green 
seats resemble a woodside in the twilight, 
and gives a touch of palehess to ‘their every 
occupant, Then, Giadsgtone wore a high, 
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stand-up collar, which now bears his name. 
The few straggling white hairs at the back of 
his head reached the collar, and altogether 
the face, in repose, looked somewhat death- 
like. But there, all indications of a lack of 
vitality ended. When he tose he 
was all fire, energy, animation, 
With a few noteson a crumpled scrap of 
paper, he leaned. across what is known as 
the dispatch box, and began to demolish an 
argument which up to the moment of his ris- 
ing seemed to be unanswerable. Bit. by bit, 
paragraph*by paragraph, he dissected the as- 
sertions of his opponent, and if he did not by 
sheer logic bring the house to his way of 
thinking, he put his points in such glowing 
words that the argument was forgotten in ad- 
miration of his eloquence. «-.., 
An Impressive Speaker. 

His voice was so full 4nd so resonant, his 
face became so impressive, 80 magnetic that 
his every sentence held the listener with some- 
thing like a holy spell. Now he faced his am 
tagonist, now turned to-his friends, till by the 
time the speech was ended the neat and simple 
black tie whieh he always. wore. had traveled 
completely round ms neck. Dickens has told 
that he was always compelled to lay down his 
pencil and drop note-taking whenever ©’Con- 
nell was engaged in some vivid description of 
his country’s condition. 

Many of the reporters in the gallery would 
be compelled to lift their eyes from their 
paper and listen entranced when Gladstone 
was engaged in one of his master orations. 
His words had the effect upon the feelings of 
a martial strain upon an army. He had many 
peculiarities as a speaker, His sentences 
were exceedingly involved, sentences within 
sentences, but this peculiarity was:one to be 
noticed in reading rather than in listen- 
ine. But. even jm speech-making he 
kept abreast of tite times. The House 
of Commons has changed, and Gladstone has 
suited himself to the new conditions, With 
Demos ruling the roost, the Greek and Latin 
phrase would seem as great an anomaly as if 
Noah were to be seen guiding «. steamer on 
the Mississippi.

Sir Joseph 
Chamberlain, who remained ‘silent _and 
dumb, The old man’s step was buoyant; 
there was something inspiring in his look. He 
wore his customary evening dress, with the 
equally customary boutonniére, The silence 
exhibited during the delivery of the speech 
was painuful. Every man was so eager to 
catch his every word that vou could-feel the 
tension of the noments as they passed. After 
two hours and a haif he folded up the manu- 
script upon which the provisions of the bill 
were set down; then he entered upon his 
peroration and after thirty minutes sat down. 
Everybody Cheered, 

The silence which had reigned now gave 
way tothe most rousing cheer which has 
probably ever been heard inside the walls of 
the Mother of Parliaments.

LITERARY SCHOOL’S WEEK OF “ FAUST.” 
The Seventh Annual Session of the Insti- 
tution and the Lecturers. 

The seventh annual literary school is to be 
held during Easter week at the rooms of the 
Chieago Kindergarten Coliege. 
of the methods of literary study for which 
this school stands is being every year more 
clearly G@emonstrated’ by the constantly in- 
creasing number of thoughtful men and 
women who, even in the city, avail themselves 
of the opportunity.

This new thought in literary study 
recognizes the fact that all great literature is 
worthy the name, not because of its’ beauties 
of form or diction, however great they may 
be, but because of its universality, because it 
deals ina noble and masterly way with the 
great problems of humanity. Thus Dante’s 
great poern of the rise of a human soul from 
ruin and misery to eternal blessedness is a 
story for all races and all times, and the rere 
accident of its being clothed in the Italian 
tongue need not shut it away from those who 
might see themselves therein depicted. So 
with the poem of ** Faust.”’ It is universal 
and preéminently modern, bothinu the prob- 
lem which it presents and in its treatment 
thereof. :And as such it is of equal value to 
the American and the European. Extending 
as it does over sixty years of the great poet's ° 
life and representing his own intellectual and 
spiritual development, it is well worthy the 
scholarly and earnest thought which will be 
devoted to it in the coming Literary School; 
and he who will faithfully and earnestly dig 
out of its mythical and sometimes fantastic 
setting the inner meaning of the great poet 
will be rewarded by a culture of his own heart 
and soul such as no amount of study of the 
beauties of form and poetical figure could 
ever have given him.
